TSING-TAO, Shantung, May 9 (10 
P. M.).—Tsinan-fu was the scene to- 
day of a pitched battle between Chi- 
nese Nationalist and Japanese troops, 
and all hope of a compromise has 
vanished. 

At 9 o’clock this evening a_bullet- 
seared refugee train carrying five 
Americans, 200 Japanese and 300 Chi- 
nese arrived here from Tsinan-fu, 
the passengers bringing a tale which 
Japanese officials here had _ sed- 
ulously concealed all day. 

General Fukuda, the Japanese 
commander, sent General Chiang 
Kai-shek, the Nationalist Commian-' 
der-in-Chief, an ultimatum demand- 
ing: that the Chinese troops evacuate 
Tsinan-fu and move twenty li (about 
seven miles) away on all sides and 
that they stay the same distance 
from the tracks of the Tsing-tao- 
Tsinan-fu Railway.: The Chinese re- 
fused to comply and this morning at 
4:30 o’clock, when the time limit ex- 
pired, the Japanese began to carry 
out their deliberate and fixed plan to 
blast the Nationalist: troops out of 
the city. 

Three-inch artillery and Stokes 
mortars, supplemented by Japanese 
machine “guns,~ grenades and rifles, 
started their deadly work. The Chi- 
nese replied. with. spirit, but. it is 
thought certain that-they will have 
to evacuate the city as-their artillery 
is inferior to the Japanese.

Coolidge Declines Air Ride ; 
Won’t Fly While in Office

WASHINGTON, May 9.—Presi- 
dent Coolidge will make no air- 
plane flights as long as he is 
Chief Executive of the nation, he 
today informed Russ Halley, 
Rapid City (S. D.) aviator and 
banker, who invited him to ride 
with him in his airplane. 

Mr. Halley, who saw service as 
an aviator during the World War 
and who met the President when 
the latter was spending his vaca- 
tion in the Black Hills, flew to 
Washington today from Rapid 
City in his Eagle Rock airplane, 
accompanied by a mechanician. 

Later in the day, accompanied 
by Senator Norbeck, Mr. Halley 
called on the President. After a 
short conversation Mr. Halley 
asked the President if he would 
make a flight with him. Mr. 
Coolidge thanked the aviator, but 
told him that as long as he re- 
mained in office he will stay very 
close to the ground.

LONDON, May 9.—Former Crown 
Prince Carol’s appeal to be allowed 
to remain in England has apparently 
failed to move the heart of the Home 
Secretary. A statement on the sub- 
ject will be made by Sir William 
Joynson-Hicks in Parliament tomor- 
row, but it is understood that it will 
indicate no change in the Govern- 
ment’s decision. Carol must go 
within the next three or four days. 

A high official of the Surrey Coun- 
ty constabulary told Carol at God- 
‘stone tonight that unless he com- 
plied with the Home Office request 
to leave the country as soon as pos- 
sible, the expulsion order would be 


enforced. Apparently this answers 
the Prince’s letter to the Home Sec- 
retary, Sir William Joynson-Hicks, 
promising not to engage in political 
ee if allowed to remain in Eng- 
and. 

According to the Home Secretary’s 
statement in the Commons today, the 
exiled Rumanian came here with a 
visa unde exactly the same regula- 


-| tions as apply to any other alien, and 


like ‘any other deported alien, unless 
he goes voluntarily, he will be es- 
corted out of the country. 

The Prince spent today in the house 
of his host, M. Jonescu, and refused 
to make any statements to newspaper 
men about his intentions. A local 
doctor visited the house, but for what 
reason is unknown. In the final re 
resentations made by the Prince bo 
the Home Secretary, Carol is under- 
ooo to ah urged that he oy 
made a great many engagemen 0 
visit factories and works in various 
parts of the country and that he was 
anxious to see some of its scenery 
and had no intention of taking part 
in any political activities. But even 
this moving picture of himself as a 
tourist failed to induce the Home 
Secretary to change his mind.

The Board of Estimate, after an 
executive session lasting three hours 
late yesterday, was understood last 
night to have endorsed a new plan 
to keep the seven-cent fare from go- 
ing into effect on the Interborough’s 
lines until the United States Su- 
preme Court has decided the city’s 
appeal. 

Although it was agreed that Mayor 
Walker alotie should tel] what had 
occurred in the meeting and the 
Mayor said there had been only a 
general discussion of the legal situ- 
ation, it became known that all hope 
of preventing the increase taking ef- 
fect next week had not been aban- 
doned. It was agreed, however, that 
if the Supreme Court upholds the 
view of the Federal Statutory Court. 
and requires the city to post a bond, 
nothing can stop a higher fare with- 
in a few days, probably by next 
Wednesday. 

The new plan is understood to: be 
an arrangement whereby the ‘Inter- 
borough would be guaranteed 
against loss if the seven-cent fare is 
deferred until] the Supreme Court has 
reviewed ‘the Statutory Court’s de- 
cision. The Statutory Court has di- 
rected the city to post a bond as a 
condition for a stay, but both Samuel 
Untermyer and Charles L. Craig, 
representing the Transit Commission 
and the city, believe the city could 
not legally comply. The proposed 
order requires a ‘‘good and sufficient 
bond,’’ and it is thought any bond 
which the city might give would be 
invalidated by a taxpayer’s suit. 


Substitute for Bond Plan. 


Mr. Untermyer has suggested to 
the statutory court that there be no 
bond, but that the city instead stip- 
ulate with the Interborough that the 
company be allowed to indemnify it- 


self out of money which it will have 


to pay over to the city this year as 
the city’s share of operating income. 


It is thought that something of this 
sort is contemplated by the B 
of Estimate. . 

Both Mr. Untermyer and Mr. Craig 
attended the meeting and are under- 
stood to have’ made conflicting rec- 
ommendations. A large part of the 
time was occupied by discussion, in 
which the two are understood to 


have criticized ‘the le moves the 
other made.

several points of law and have dis-

Riverside Drive Wins Fight to Bar Ferry; 
City Denies Grant, Holding Area for Park 





The long fight waged by the resi- 
dents of the Riverside Drive area to 
prohibit the .Electric Ferries, Inc., 
from building a terminal at West 
Seventy-ninth Street came to an end 
yesterday with a meeting of the 
Sinking Fund Commissioners. The 
battle was won by the residents al- 
though Mayor Walker had the last 
word. 

The vote was unanimous: in its 
refusal, to sanction a transfer of 
waterfront property at the foot of 
the street from the Dock Depart- 
ment to the Department of Plant 
and Structures. That transfer, had 
it gone through, was to be a prelim- 
inary step in the effort of the com- 


pany to establish an automobile ferry 
from Seventy-ninth Street across 
Edgewater. 

hen it became known last June 
that: the ferry authorities were seek- 
ing the permit, the residents of the 
district rose up in arms. Women’s 
clubs, playground associations and 
other organizations protested that the 
area should be kept clear of all 
commercialism. Former Controller 
Charles L. Craig, who lives on the 


Drive, became a volunteer attorney 
for his neighbors; Park Commis- 
sioner Walter E. Herrick expressed 
his disapproval of the ferry’s plan. 

The matter was put over at several 
meetings of the Commissioners and 
yesterday came up again, with Mr. 
Craig pitted against former Judge 
Alfred J. Talley, attorney ‘or the 
company. Mr. Craig told Mayor 
Walker before the vote was taken 
that if the Sinking Fund Commission 
permitted the ferry at Seventy-ninth 
Street it would result in another con- 
fiscation proceedings in the Federal 
courts.

eral court,’’ the Mayor replied with 


to} a smile. 


An act of the Legislature seven 
years ago permitted the use of the 
water-front between Seventy-seventh 
and EHighty-first Streets for commer- 
cial purposes. The Sinking Fund 
Commission is trying to reclaim this 
area so that it will eventually be 
used for park purposes. Yesterday’s 
action is the first step in that gen- 
eral direction.

The 1929 municipal campaign for 
the Mayoralty, which appears to 
shave: opened several months earlier 
than is customary, brought forth 
yesterday a caustic exchange be- 
stween former Mayor John F. Hylan 
and his successor, Mayor Walker.

AS PLANE CRASHES 


Flier and Mechanic Perish at 
Teterboro in Testing Craft 
With Record Load. 





FLEW LOW AT HIGH SPEED 


Bellanca Doubts Boys’ Version 
That Wing Came Off—Pilot © 
Planned Rome Hop in Week. 


Lieutenant Royal VY. Thomas, ‘who 
only a few days ago established a 
record for solo flying when’ He stayed 
in the air. thirty-five . hours. and 
twenty-five minutes in an attempt.to 
break the duration record, was? in- 
stantly killed yesterday when his 
plane crashed during tests over the 
Teterboro, N. J., golf club. With 
him was killed Vaughan Weatherly, 
an @éngineer of the Wright Aero- 
nautical Corporation, who was help- 
ing Thomas check his motor in gaso- 
line ‘consumption and speed tests. 

Lieutenant Thomas had intended 
to start on a flight to Rome next 
week. He was a quiet, reserved man 
and did not want to talk about what 
he was going to do before he started, 
so his plan to fly to Rome and then 
return across the ocean was kept a 
secret. It was not to be announced 


had got away. 

Just what caused yesterday’s acci- 
dent is still . uncertain. who 
were watching the plane said a win 
came off, and that the plane turne 
over two or three times before 
it crashed to the ground. It is 
thought that possibly the wing had 
been strained when Thomas first 
took off on the endurance flight with 
a load of 550 gallons of gasoline, the 
greatest load ever lifted ig A plane 
of that size with a single horse- 
power motor. The plane was checked 
over by mechanics from the factory 
of Giuseppe Bellanca, who built the 
plane, and they could find nothing 
wrong with it. But it sometimes 
happens that weaknesses exist after 
a nm of that kind and they are 
not discovered. 


Dives to Earth While Flying Low. 


Thomas has been going over’ his 
plane carefully since he made his 
long solo flight, and yesterday de- 
cided to run tests for speed and con- 
sumption. It is easier to determine 
the speed of a plane while flying low 
and it was probably for that reason 
that Thomas was flashing back and 
fourth only a short distance above 
the ground. Such tests are frequently

ROCKEFELLER GALLS 
ON STEWART TO QUIT 
INDIANA STANDARD 


Acts as a Stockholder Because 
of an Apparent Conflict in 
Senate Oil Testimony. 


LOST CONFIDENCE, HE SAYS 


Declares the Resignation Was 
Sought Under Agreement That 
Chairman Would Go if Asked. 


SENATOR WALSH PLEASED 





Nye Also Commends the Demand— 
Stewart Is Said to Have Asserted 
That He Won’t Resign. 


Acting as an individual  stock- 
holder, John D. Rockefeller Jr. has 
demanded the resignation of Colonel 
Robert W. Stewart as Chairman of 
the Board of the Standard Oil Com- 
pany of Indiana because of an ap- 
parent conflict in the latter’s testi- 
mony in his appearances before the 
Senate committee investigating the 
Continental Trading Company’s con- 
nection with the Teapot Dome oil 
scandal. Colonel Stewart, it is un- 
derstood, has declined to resign. 

Mr. Rockefeller gave out here yes- 
terday a statement in which he 
quoted a letter of April 27 addressed 
by him to Colonel Stewart formally 
asking for the Standard of Indiana 
Chairman’s resignation. In his let- 


_/ter he said that he had “lost confi- 
.} dence in Colonel Stewart’s leader- 


ship.”” Mr. Rockefeller’s statement 
-yesterday was issued after he is be- 
lieved to have conferred here with 
‘Colonel Stewart. Friends of Colonel 
Stewart said yesterday, after he had 
departed for his headquarters in 
Chicago, that they did not believe he 
would quit under fire. ‘

NANKING WANTS NO WAR. 


Favors Tsinan-fu Inquiry—Hwang- 
fu’s Story of*Clash. 


By HENRY F. MISSELWITZ.

SHANGHAT, May 9.—General 
Hwang-fu,. Foreign ..Minister..of .the 
Nanking Nationalist Government, is- 
sued this evening a complete per- 
sonal account ‘of his experiences at 
Tsinan-fu, where he was .an eyewit- 
ness of the Sino-Japanese fighting. 
He says he*initiated virtually: fruit- 
less negotiations with the Japanese, 
seeking to prevent last week’s hostili- 
ties which have precipitated the two 
nations into practical war. 
The General proclaims that all for- 
eign Nationals are safe and then 
roceeds to ve his version. of 
ursday’s incident at Tsinan-fu and 
the subsequent events which have 
thrown Japan and China into confu- 
sion. He declares that as far as he 
was able to learn, the Japanese were 
the first to open fire but he is in- 
clined to follow Nanking’s cautious 
polley and seek to assign the = 
y by a thorough investigation. 
Nanking’s chief terest at this 
stage of the Shantung affair is to 
erie ad the Sino-Japanese difficul- 
ies from interfering with the Na- 
tionalists’ campaign against Peking. 
Hence, while they are determined to 
settle Japan’s claims and to restore 
Shantung to China definitely, the 
Nanking diplomats as well as Gen- 
eral Chiang Kai-shek, the comman- 
der-in-chief, are inclining to a con- 
ciliatory attitude, at least until the 
Northern drive is won or lost. 


Soong Appeals For Accord. 


Incidentally, British reports from 
Peking this evening indicate that 
observers there believe that Marshal 
Chang Tso-ling, the Northern Dicta- 
tor, is planning to depart from 
Peking for Manchuria, leaving Nan- 
king to arrange affairs with Japan. 

Nanking’s o eee of caution, de- 
spite nationwide anti-Japanese agita- 

on and a proposed boycott, was re- 
iterated by Hwang-fu, while T. V. 
Soong, Nanking’s Finance Minister 
told this to foreign correspondents 
this afternoon: 

“The best minds in China and 
Japan should. be devoted to localizing 
the conflict and bringing peace. We, 
at least, do not want war. It is 
patent to every one that we have 
nothing to gain by a war with Japan. 

“Let Nanking and Tokio, there- 
fore, come together in order to put 
an end to the fighting and allow an 
impartial tribunal to investigate the 
facts and apportion the responsibility 
where it should rest. Let the guilt 
be punished, whether they are Chi- 
nese or Japanese. Let us end 
jingoism!’’ 

General Hwang-fu, in like manner, 
while going on record to the effect 
that ‘‘according to reliable informa- 
tion the Japanese troops were the 
first to open fire,”’ immediately adds: 

“To ensure accuracy, the National- 
ist authorities have ordered a care- 
ful investigation to collect evidence 
that will serve as a basis of nego- 
tiation in the near future.”’ 

Hwang-fu’s Story of Clash. 

Excerpts from the Foreign Minis- 
ter’s personal experiences, the first 
of this nature from a high Nanking 
official, follow: 

“On the morning of May 3 [Thurs- 
day] I entered Tsinan-fu. The shops 
had resumed trade and conditions 
were good. I was informed that 
Japanese barricades had been re- 
moved. 

“While talking with Chiang Kai- 
shek the Japanese garrison com- 
mander called, saying that he 
—— to remove his troops to 

ientsin and had already requested 
trains. I was much gratified to find 
that in the first two days after the 
entry of the Nationalist Army both 
Chinese and foreigners enjoyed 
security. 

“But while I was en route to my 
place of sojourn about 11 P. M. I 
was greatly surprised to hear shoot- 
ing on all hands. People were run- 
ning about shouting, ‘The Japanese 
have begun shooting our soldiers.’ 

‘*My car rushed through the firing 
line and reached its destination. The 
whole of the next day firing was 
heard. Communications were cut 
and many persons on the streets 
killed. 

“The wooden fence of my tempo- 
rary office in the Tsinan-fu railwa 
was surrounded by Japanese sol- 
diers. Suddenly the Japanese troops 
surrounding the place fired on my 
office twice and then rushed in. Tur- 
moil and confusion followed. The 
windows of my office were honey- 
combed with bullets. 


Says He Got Firing Stopped. 
“T went upstairs and opening the 
window, persuaded them to ‘céasé 
firing. In the meantime I learned 


that the railway, as well as com- 
munications, had been cut. 

“A Japanese staff officer.came to 
me and said that the Japanese were 
afraid of the consequences. About 
the same time Chiang Kai-shek told 
me by telephone to arrange with Jap- 
anese officers for restoration of com- 
munications. .As soon as the firing 
ceased I arranged with the Japanese 
for patrols, and the firing gradually 
diminished. 

“Chiang Kai-shek advised me that 
he had strictly forbidden his men to 
open fire. The Japanese destroyed 
our wireless stations. 

“On May 4 a servant of Tsai 
Kung-hst, [Nationalist] Foreign 
Commissioner at Tsinan-fu, came to 
my office and reported that on the 
previous night Japanese troops had 

roken into Tsai’s office and bound 
him and his staff of more than ten 
persons and shot them all, cutting 
off the ears and nose of the Com- 
missioner. 


Calls Chinese Loss Greater. 


“A servant jumped over a wall and 
escaped, though wounded. The politi- 
cal committee is investigating this 
murder. 

“Of the causes of the disturbance 
different explanations are given. But 


according to reliable information, 
the Japanese troops were the first 
to open fire. To insure accuracy 
the Nationalist authorities have or- 
dered a careful investigation. 

‘‘The deaths on our side were many 
more than‘on. that of the Japanese, 
who fled into the streets and killed 
numbers of pedestrians, powerless to 
resist or to protect themselves. 

“The Nationalist forces already 
have crossed the Yellow River and 
there are only barely sufficient 
troops ‘eft in Tsinan-fu to maintain 
order. , 

“"The mental suffering experiénced 
is ond description. hen TI recall 
the Tsinan-fu events 1 cannot but feel 
highly indignant.

JAPANESE DENY WAR AIMS 


London Legation Says Five More 
Companies Will Go to Tien-tsin 
as. Guards. 


Wireless to Toe New YorK Tres. 

LONDON, May 9.—British warships 
are now en route to the Chinese 
ports of Tsing-tao and Chefoo: to 
safeguard British lives and property 
in those cities. 

Announcement to this effect was 
made by Sir Austen Chamberlain in 
the House of Commons today. Brit- 
ish subjects at Tsinan-fu, said the 
Foreign Secretary, had been warned 
to go to places of safety before April 
20, and most of them did so. Reports 
indicated there has been no destruc- 


¢;.tion of British property in the pres- 


ent disturbances, Sir Austen declared. 

The possibility. of the Japanese in- 
tervention at Tsinan-fu ess to 
hostilities between the two nations 
has been discussed in London as 
elsewhere the last two days, but of- 
ficial opinion here is there is little 
danger of such an eventuality. It is 
known that Japan has quite enough 
problems on her hands at the mo- 
ment to avoid new ones and no war 
could be as useful to her for some 
years as a period of peace. 

The Japanese Legation is under- 
stood to have given Sir Austen as- 
surances of Japan’s peaceful inten- 
tions, and it issued a statement to- 
night explaining that the object in 
dispatching reinforcements to Tsin- 
an-fu is no different from that of the 
first dispatch of troops, namely, the 
protection of Japanese lives and 
property. Another statement, issued 
upon the dispatch of a third section, 
said it had been decided to send 
from Japan to Tien-tsin five other 
companies. 

Most London newspapers seem con- 
vinced of Japan’s good intentions, 
but some express apprehension lest 
the situation develop in the ditec- 
tion of war. 

“It is to be hoped,”’ says The Daily 
News, ‘‘that the explanation of its 
action in Shantung which the Japa- 
nese Government is supposed to have 
made to ee diplomats -will be 
made public without delay. No sen- 
sible person will complain because 
Japan has taken steps to protect 
her own citizens in the town of 
Tsinan-fu from further outrages by 
the undisciplined Nationalist troops. 

“But the danger now is lest this 
incident should develop into one of 
the first class between the Japanese 
and combined Chinese forces witn 
consequences of the utmost moment 
to the civilized world. Great Britain 
wisely avoided a similar danger when 
the Nanking outrages were oom- 
mitted by refusing to carry to its 
logical conclusion her claim for 
reparations. The odium with which 
we then were threatened now rests 
on Japan.” 

Apprehension over the Chinese- 
Japanese hostilities was almost 
overshadowed tonight by interest in 
Marshal Chang Tso-lin’s announce- 
ment from Peking today, which can 
hardly have any other meaning than 
that he intends to retire from the 
troubled Chinese scene. 

It is thought the announcement 
may have been preceded by secret 
negotiations between Chang Tso-lin 
and Chiang Kai-shek. Both dread 
Bolshevism and with both Japanese 
influences are known to count for a 
good deal. Whatever motive impelled 
Chang Tso-lin to make his announce- 
ment, it is considered here that it 
might simplify the Japanese problem 
in Shantung to allow the Nationalists 
to enter Peking and possibly bring 
a@ measure of general peace to China. 


KELLOGG WATCHING SHANTUNG 


He Says He Is Doing All He Can in 
Delicate Situation.

The Secretary declined to state 
whether the United States was satis- 
fied with the. Japanese assurances. 
He declared the situation was very 
delicate and’ that he was watching it 
very carefully and doing all he could. 

Declaring that unless a subsiantial 
factor for peace intervened immedi- 
ately in China, a war might ensue in- 
volving the whole world, Representa- 
tive Black of New York introduced 
a resolution in the House today 
directing the Secretary of State to 
communicate a tender of good offices 
with a view to adjustment of the 
difficulties between China and 
Japan. 


YEN FALLS SHARPLY HERE. 


Quotation Lowest Since December, 
With No Support. 


Heavy pressure developed both 
against Japanese exchange: and the 
Japanese securities traded in in the 
New York market yesterday as a 
result of the critical situation that 
has arisen between the Japanese 
military forces and the Chinese Na- 
tionalists.

Yesterday’s quotations were 
the lowest since December. © Pres- 
sure against the yen originated: in 
Shanghai, where operators swamped 
the market with yen bills, continu- 
ing their selling compaign in this 
market on cable orders. No sign of 
support was in evidence anywhere, 
even the semi-official agencies of the 
Japanese Government appearing as 
sellers. ; 

The Chinese currencies were bene- 
fited by the pressure against the yen, 
the proceeds being turned to pur- 
chases of Hongkong, . Peking and 
Shanghai remittances, the last two 
named reaching new high records 
for the year.

Dr. Yul Tells Union League Club

Chang Appeals for Unity. 
PEKING, May 9 (#).—The principal 
development in the grave situation 


in China today is the remarkable 
telegram which Chang Tso-lin, head 
of the Northern Government, has 
addressed to the leaders of all China’s 
warring factions, appealing for unity 
and cessation of civil war. This, he 
says, is tending not dnly to destroy 
China itself, but impairs her rela- 
tions with foreign powers. 

Although vaguely worded, the tele-

© a proposal of an armistice. There 
is already an actual truce in the 
civil war, the .Chinese rivals, the 
Northerners and the Southerners, 
being today nowhere in hostile con- 
tact on any front. : 

Chang Tso-lin’s telegram studiously 
avoids explicit menton of the Jap- 
anese troops in Shantung, but cites 
Tsinan-fu, together with iNanking, 
Canton and Hankow as the: scene 
of ‘“‘unfortu: .te international — inci- 
dents.’’ Hence it. is considered an 
indirect response to Southern appeals 
for a united nationa. front. 

Chang sent his appeal to ‘‘save the 
country from :destruction,’’ to all 
civil and military authorities through- 
out China. 

At the same time-he ordered the

ang Tso-lin charges that Commu.

Text of Telegram. 


Following is the text of his circular 
telegram: 

“Civil war has now been going on 
for several years, in which Commu- 
nists have attempted to rule the 
country. The Southeastern Provinces 
have repeatedly undergone _ inde- 
scribable we of which I have 
heard a good deal, invariably with a 
feeling of pain.

Tokio Reaffirms Stand. 
Wireless to TH New YorK Times, 
TOKIO, May 9.—The most im- 
portant news received here from 
Tsinan-fu today is that the Southern-

If this means that their. advance on 
Peking is being resumed, the Chinese 
troops will ‘soon be removed from 
the danger of another clash with the 
Japanese and the interest and excite- 
ment. will shift from the Tsinan-fu 
incident to the impending struggle 
for Peking. 

The fighting in Tsinan-fu yester- 
day was apparently unimportant, 
advices received here indicate. It 
took place while Japanese ‘were 
clearing Chinese from certain sub- 
urbs, the dispatches say.

said here. 

Premier ‘Tanaka decided last eve- 
ning that it would be wise to re- 
affirm Japan’s intentions, and an 
official statement was handed to the 
press this afternoon. It says that 
since the deplorable Tsinan-fu inci- 
dent last week conditions are so 
much worse that the present Japa- 
nese strength is inadequate to pro- 
tect this country’s nationals in 
oceans and keep the means of 
communication open.

HUGHES URGES FAITH 


[IN MONROE DOCTRINE 


it» Welds: Western Nations in 


Peace, Declares Jurist in 
Princeton Lecture. 


BUT HE DEPLORES ABUSES 


And Warns Against Employing 
Defensive Policy as Shield 
for Unwarranted Acts. 


FILMS AIDING LATIN TIES 


They Offer Bond of Understanding, 
While Aviation Cuts Distance— 
Canada’s Good-Will Assured. 


Special to the New York Times. 

PRINCETON, N. J., May 9,—Firm 
insistence that we maintain the Mcn- 
roe Doctrine, together with condem- 
mation of “extravagant utterances 
and pretensions” about it, was voiced 
here today by Charles Evans Hughes, 
who recently headed the United 
States delegation to the Pan-Ameri- 
can Conference. 

Mr. Hughes’s lecture was the first 
of three on ‘‘Our Relations to the 
Western Hemisphere,’’ which will be 
continued tomorrow and Friday at 
Princeton as the Stafford Little 
Foundation series. John Grier Hib- 


jben, President of Princeton Uni- 


versity, introduced the former Secre- 
tary of State to the large audience 
at the auditorium of McCosh Hall at 
5 o’clock this afternoon. 

Conceding that ‘“‘outstanding events 
of the past thirty years have given 
us new rélations and new aspects of 
old relations,’’ he held, however, that 
nothing had taken place substantially 
to change the need and application 
of the doctrine; and went on to de- 
clare that its abandonment might 
lead to ‘‘as much trouble in showing 
whet it was we had abandoned as 
we have had in dealing with the Doc- 
trine itself.’’ 


Mr. Hughes’ lecture dealt with our 
relations to Latin-American countries 
and to Canada. He took an optimis- 
tic view of both. Of Latin-American 
countries, he said, ‘‘I think that it is 
fair to say that our relation. are bet- 
ter than they have been for many 
years”; and he called our relations 
with Canada ‘‘most satisfaciory.”’ 


Sees Aviation as New Tie. 


Th Panama Cana). and the entry 
of Western countries into the League 
of Na‘ions were ~tressed as throwing 


new responsibilities and new prob- 
lems upon the United States. ‘‘It is 
apparent,’ he went on, ‘‘that a spe- 
cial effort has been made on the part 
of the European powers to bring 
about close political relations with the 
Latin-American States, and represen- 
tative men of Latin-America have 
been brought into more intimate con- 
tact with the leading figures of 
European diniomacy.” The Hague 
Court, he added, had ‘‘vrovided a 
new forum for the ‘ earing of inter- 
national controversies.” 
“T should also mention as a non- 
political, but, in my view, an ex- 
tremely important and recent de- 
velopment,’’ he continued, ‘‘the prog- 
ress in aviation. This is destined 
create a new intimacy among the 
American States. To a considerable 
degree it will remove the barriers 
which have prevented familiar inter- 
course. . 
“‘Whatever may be said of the ob-’ 
stacles to regular’ transatlantic 
flights, we have at hand the instru- 
mentality of intercommunication 
among the American Republics with- 
out: serious natural difficulties.’’ All 
of these changes, he said. should in- 
duce us to cease “harping on impe- 
rialism’’ and ‘‘seek a realistic con- 
ception of our relations to the Amer- 
— States and our duties and privi- 
eges.”’ 


Finds Films Aid Contacts. 


Our economic relations to our sis- 
ter republics, he said, were ‘‘comple- 
mentary and not competitive’; and 
our trade with them, both export and 
import, had increased enormously in

e p suppliers of goods in 
Latin America.’’ 

While our differences in language 
constituted a barrier, he went on, 
and while this obstacle should not 
be underestimated, he expressed be- 
lief that an increasing interchange 
of news, together with the export of 
motion picture films, was. providing 
a ‘cultural contact.’? He called the 
films ‘“‘now, perhaps, the most im- 
portant." Increasing travel was also 
an aid to contact, he said. He paid 
tribute to the Rockefeller Founda- 
tion for its work in combating dis- 
ease in Latin America, ‘thus pro- 
moting friendship as wel) as health. 

“There is nothing in our political 
relations with the vaet ion of 
Latin America which should cause 
any disturbance of norma! and 
friendly intercourse,’’ he went on. 
‘‘We shall make progress if we 
recognize that instead of a Latin 
American problem, there are a series 
of distinct problems and each must 
be considered on its merits without 
the confusion resulting from an at- 
tempt to spread a particular diffi- 
culty over areas in which it is un- 
known.”* 


Doctrine Essentially Defensive. 


Tu to the Monroe Doctrine, 
Mr. Hughes declared that “it must 
be regarded as modified in only two 

articulars” from the form in which 

ident Monroe first expounded it. 
These modifications, he said, were 
its extension to apply ww all non- 
American powers rather Sun oniv to 
the European; and that ‘t now “may 
be deemed to embrace opposition to 
acquisition of additional territory 
through transfer of dominion or sov- 
ereignty.”’ It remained ‘‘essentially 
defensive’ and sought to establish 
no seerertore over other Stutes, 
he said.

“The Monroe Doctrine stands, 
threatening none, as a safeguar 
with which no responsible American 
statesman would be rash enough to 
attempt to dispense,’ he declared.

He deplored ‘‘a prevalent notion 
that the Monroe Doctrine is the jus- 
tification or excuse for every action 
that we take in relation to Latin 


America,” and declared that our 
conduct was directed Reig poli- 
cies, such as_ protec of the 
Panama Canal, and of our nationals. 

Taking up our relations with 
Canada, he pointed out that we had 
problems in common. ‘‘Many of the 
most important and ificant politi- 
cal events of the n half century 
will be enacted on the Pacific,” he 
declared; and quoted Newton W. 
Rowell, K. C., to the effect that prob- 
lems in the North Pacific would af- 
fect both Canada and the United 
States, on one hand, and Russia, 
China and Japan on the other. 

"The history of our relations with 
Canada, so large a part of which dis- 
closes animosities, recriminations 
and cae disputes, is a record of a 
remarkable series of peaceful adjust- 
ments,’’ he went on. “While we have 
been ‘fortunate. in the settlement of. 
differences with our great neighbor 
on the North, I believe that the best 
augury for the future is found in the 
successful working of the machinery 
of adjustment that has been set up 
in the. International Joint Commis- 
sion established by the treaty of 1909. 

“The unanimity of most of the 
decisions of the commission points to 
the ease with which many difficul- 
ties yield to the mere process of in- 
vestigation.

He declared that ‘happily, the 
bogie of annexation no longer dis- 
turbs the imagination of our Cana- 
dian friends.

ON MUSCLE SHOALS 


Opponents of Bill Providing for 
Government Operation Stop 
Its Passage. 


INDICATIONS IT WILL FAIL 


Another Test of Its Strength Will 
Be Made in the House Before 
Congress Adjourns. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, May 9.—A bill au- 
thorizing the manufacture of fer- 
tilizer at Muscle Shoals, the war-time 
plant on the Tennessee River in Ala- 
bama, which has been reported by 
thé Military’ Committee, struck a 
snag in the House today when op- 
ponents of the project prevented it 
front coming to a vote. 

Indications are that the proposed 
legislation, which has the support of 


Southern Democrats and Republican 
Pro ives from the Central West, 
is likely to fail, although another 
test of its strength in the House will 
be made before Congress adjourns: 

Advocates of the House measure, 
which would create a Government 
corporation to manufacture and sell 
fertilizer and develop and sell elec- 
tric power, and which would author- 
ize the construction of another dam 
on Cove Creek, 400 miles up the river 
from Muscle Shoals, endeavored to 
force a night session of the House 
in order to assure an early vote. 
This object was defeated by Repre- 
sentative Tilson, Republican r 
leader, who moved an adjournment, 
which was carried by a vote of 169 
to 159. Unless a special rule is 
granted, the Muscle Shoals bill can- 
not be brought up before Wednes- 
day. when the Military Committee 
will again have the call on the cak 
endar. 

That, as some members: inted 
out, would leave but a short time be- 
fore adjournment in which to secure 
the Senate concurrence and action in 
conference. ; 

The Senate already has passed the 
Norris resolution providing for ex- 
perimental production of fertilizer 
at Muscle Shoals and elsewhere in 
the United States. To this the House 
committee offered a substitute, pro- 
posing to create a commission, with 
capital of $10,000,000 of Government 
money, free of interest for five 
years, to manufacture and sell fer- 
tilizer in competition with private 
industry, and, if necessary, to build 
the Cove Creek Dam.

Gauvain Believes Universality 
Is Beyond Geneva — Detects 
American System Forming. 





POINTS TO JAPAN AND CHINA 


What Can Council to Which Both 
Belong Do There? French 
Historian Asks.

PARIS, May 9.—The Journal des 
Débats in an interesting article by 
August Gauvain, the historian, sug- 
gests tonight that the eventual world 
organization may be cooperation 
among continental systems instead 
of the universality of a League of 
Nations which appears so difficult 
to achieve. M. Gauvain bases his 
suggestion on comment regarding 
Brazil’s refusal to rejoin the League 
of Nations. 

For several weeks European diplo- 
mats have been expecting this reply 
to the League invitations issued in 
March to Spain and Brazil, and to 
which Spain replied favorably. Since 
the Havana Conference Old World 
statesren have believed that Brazil 


prefers to play what they call the 
game of the United States rather 
than the League game. 

M. Gauvain thinks that, despite Mr. 
Kellogg’s assurances, the anti-war 
compact, eve” despite what the 
Secretary of State might intend, 
would amount to setting up some- 
thing in rivalry if not in opposition. 
He quotes Senator Borah in THE 
New YorK TimEs saying that the 
obligations of the League would re- 
main in suspense through the opera- 
tion of the anti-war compact, and 
says that this means that as long as 
the anti-war treaty worked the 
<a Covenant would not be work- 
ng. 
“Brazil and other South American 
States have understood,”’ he writes. 
“‘All during the Havana conference, 
in spite of the United States reserva- 
tion of the right to intervene, Brazil 
stood with Hughes. And now, re- 

ardless of her polite phrases for the 

eague, Brazil takes sides with Kel- 
logg.’’ 

Arguing that the abstention of Bra- 
zil plus America weakens the pros- 

ects of the universality of the 

eague of Nations, he adds: 

“It is true that some South Ameri- 
can States, frightened by the pre- 
oye ge of the United States, hold 
ightly to the League of Nations, but 
their good intentions risk remaining 
inefficacious. The extension of the 
Monroe Doctrine in unbounded and 
arbitrary fashion prevents their find- 
ing at Geneva a guarantee against 
the abuse of force. 

“‘The universality of the League of 
Nations remains theoretic. The 
League had better be composed of 
sincere members; that is, of States 
determined to fulfill their obligations 
under the Covenant. It would be 
more practical and useful to estab- 
lish liaison between continental sys- 
tems that include all continents in 
the same system. Let universalists 
take the trouble to see what is hap- 
pening under our eyes—China and 
Japan, both members of the League, 
in conflict and their troops clashing. 
What is the League of Nations do- 
ing? What can it do? 


RUSSIAN RENOUNCES TITLE. 


Prince Eristoff Quits Royalty to 
Become American Citizen. 


Renouncing his claim to the title 
of Prince, Dmitri Eristoff, a Rus- 
sian, received his second papers for 
American citizenship yesterday in 


the United States District Court in 
Brooklyn after he told the Court that 
he much preferred citizenship in 
this country to a place in the Rus- 
sian nobility. 

A graduate of the old Imperial 
rad, Russia, the young Prince prac- 
iced law under the Czarist régime. 
ticed law under the Czaris régime. 
Coming to this country several 
years ago, he made his home with 
his sister and her husband, Charles 
Moser, a former American. Consul 
General to Russia, who is now an 
assistant administrator in the De- 
artment of Commerce at Washing- 
on. Anxious to obtain some sort of 
employment with his very limited 
knowledge of English, he went to 
work as a motorman on a trolley car 
line in Manhattan. After sg a 
little money, he entered the law 
school of Washington and Lee Uni- 
versity in 1922. 

Through a special order issued by 
the Court of Appeals, the young Rus- 
sian will be permitted: to take the 
next bar examination, despite the 
fact that he will not become a full- 
fledged citizen until next August.

Clark on the Cunarder Aquitania to

EUROPEAN ZINC CARTEL 
SEEKS AMERICAN AID 


Belgian Director Designated to 
Ask Cooperation in Project to 
Limit Prodaction.

PARIS, May 9.—Every possible ef- 
fort will be made. to induce the 
American zinc industry to join a 
European zine cartel, the tentative 
basis for which has just been 
reached at Brussels. Leading zinc- 
producing countries of Europe were 
represented as well as British Empire 


interests. While Americans were not 
directly concerned in the Brussels 
negotiations, the Harriman Upper 
Silesian zinc interests had delegates 
present. 
A result of the Brussels sessions 
was an agreement in principle to ex- 
change statistics and to limit produc- 
tion when zinc quotations fall below 
a price to be later designated. With- 
out the cooperation of Americans, 
however, it was felt that the opera- 
tion of the zinc cartel would have a 
very limited influence. 
A director of the Vielle Montague 
Company, one of the largest zinc 
concerns in Belgium, was delegated 
to get in touch with the American 
nore ped with a view to enlisting sup- 
rt. 
a re Germany, Poland, Spain, 
Holland and Italy were represented, 
thus making possible the formation 
of a strong European cartel. The in- 
clusion of the United States and 
Great Britain would make the cartel 
one of the strongest individual indus- 
trial groups in the world. 
French and German zinc interests 
are especially eager for a world 
cartel because the respective pro- 
ducers are afraid of exceeding do- 
mestic needs.

IGNORE FRENCH CRITICISM. 


Berlin Officials and Press Silent on 
Attacks on Schurman’s Speech.

Far from the complete acceptance 
given the Kellogg plan by Germany, 
it, nevertheless, offered the ‘‘cordial 
collaboration”’ of Italy toward reach- 
ing ‘an agreement.” It was in- 
terpreted at the State Department 
as constituting an acceptance of the 
idea that renunciation of war as an 
instrument of national policy was to 
be desired. 

Since Secretary Kellogg formally 
made his proposal on April 13, no 
intimation had been received of the 
attitude that Italy would take in the 
matter, the only communication be- 
ing a note on April 23 briefly ac- 
knowleding receipt of the American 
plan. Under all the circumstances, 
officials were described as encour- 
aged by the reply. 

The note, dated May 5 and ad- 
dressed to Henry P. Fletcher, Am- 
bassador at Rome, follows: 

“T have the honor to refer to my 
note of April 23, relative to the pro- 
posal of the United States Govern- 
ment regarding a multilateral anti- 
war treaty. 

“I hardly need assure you that

After a lengthy and at times heat- 
ed discussion the resolution, intro- 
duced by Robert Wilkinson, a ves- 
tryman in St. Paul’s Church, Pough- 
keepsie, was adopted in the follow- 
ing form: 

Whereas, by Article X and Canon 
46 of the Constitution and Canons 
for the government of the Protes- 
tant Episcopal Chitrch in the 
United States of American, the 
Standard Book of Common Prayer 
including the Articles of Religion, 
is directed to be used in ever dio- 
cese and missionary district of our 
Church and is made the only au- 
thorized and primary evidence to 
be used by every ecclesiastical au- 
thority thereof ‘‘for reference and 
ap) in questions as to the 
authorized formularies of this 
Church”’; and, 

Whereas, such Standard Book is 
also the only source everywhere 
and to every one accessible for au- 
thoritative information and guid- 
ance as to the privileges and obli- 

ations of the bishops, clergy. and 
aity; and upon its provisions de- 

largely the right to -present 
and try bishops and clergy for of- 
fenses and to censure and disci- 
pline laymen; and, 

Whereas the proposed omission 
by General Convention of the Arti- 
cles of religion from such stand- 
ard book inevitably will raise 
grave questions as to their future 
status and the legal method of their 
proof, and 

Detailed Examination Urged. 

Whereas in case revision of some 
of such articles be considered de- 
sirable, an orderly procedure re- 
quires detailed examination of each 
proposed change, considered recom- 
mendations, wide publicity and in- 
formed decision to the end that 
such decisions shall represent de- 
liberate pronouncement, by this 
Church, duly accepted, constitu- 
tionally adopted and capable of 
simple proof, be it 

Resolved, That it is the sense of 
this Diocesan Convention of the 
Diocese of New York that no 
change should be made in the evi- 

dence of any formalcy of the 
Church contained in the Standard 
Book of Common Prayer unless 
preceding such change the legal 
status of such formalcy shall first 
have been altered by constitutional 
action of this Church. 

At New Orleans in 1925 it was voted 
to omit the articles from the Prayer 
Book, but any such action, accord- 
ing to canon law, must be ratified 
by the following triennial convention. 
This matter is expected to prove a 
lively issue at Washington. 

At the convention yesterday the 
issue came up through the Commit- 
tee on Miscellaneous Business. 

A resolution favoring retention of 
the articles had been presented by 
the Rev. Philip W. Fauntleroy of 
the Church of the Holy Communion, 
Lake Mahopac. 

The Rev. Dr. Joseph P. McComas, 
vicar of St. Paul’s Chapel, Trinity 
Parish, reporting as chairman of the 
committee, recommended that the 
resolution ‘“‘be not adopted”’ and that 
the committee be discharged. 

Mr. Wilkinson quickly offered his 
resolution. An effort was made to 
commit his substitute to the special 
committee, but Dr. McComas said 
three of its members had gone home. 
The convention then resolved itself 
inta a ‘Committee of the Whole’ and 
voted in favor of the Wilkinson 
amendment. Then, acting as a body, 
the convention without further de- 
bate adopted the Wilkinson amend- 
ment, 

On recommendation of the Com- 
mittee on Canons a_ resolution 
to deprive the Bishop of the Diocese 
of the power of appointing mission- 
ary bishops was not adopted. The 
committee reported that the pro- 
posal was “unwise.”’

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TUNNEY APPLAUDS 
CRIPPLES AS HEROES 


Champion, at Institute’s Tenth 
Anniversary Session, Pays 
Tribute to Afflicted. 


PRIZES FOR WORK AWARDED 


Smith and Walker Send Greetings 
to Youth Making Their Way 
Despite Handicaps. 


It takes a little ability, but no 
courage, to win the world’s heavy- 
weight championship, according to 
Gene Tunney, who spoke last night 


at Public School 47, where the In- 
stitute for the Crippled and Disabled 
celebrated its tenth anniversary. 

Before making his address Tunney 
had seen thirty-four certificates 
awarded to crippled boys and girls 
who had completed their training in 
trades, and he saw six prizes given 
to men and women on crutches, in 
wheel chairs, or with useless arms, 
who had fought winning fights to 
make themselves bread-winners. 

‘“‘They have not waited for an un- 
kind fate to kick them after knock- 
ing them down.”’ said Tunney. ‘‘They 
have been knocked down, and, 
like courag2ous fighters, they have 
gotten up and fought till they 
won. They show more courage in 
their daily tasks than any hero that 
I know of does in his lifetime. 


Governor Sends Tribute. 


*‘We Americans are too ready to 
make heroes out of idols with clay 
feet. I personally believe that the 


boys and girls who are members of 
this institution have shown more 
courage in one day than I have ever 
been called upon to show. It is not 
a difficult thing to go in there and 
engage in fisticuffs for great sums 
of money and the applause and ac- 
clamations of the crowd. That takes 
no courage. It may take a little 
ability, but not courage. It is much 
more appropriate to cheer the boys 
and girls of this institution for the 
courageous fight they are carrying 
on than to cheer a great hero for 
knocking a home run over the fence 
or for a boxer to win a champion- 
ship.”’ 

Speeches were made by Assistant 
Secretary of War F. Trubee Davison 
and Walter Ewing Hope, President 
of the Board of Trustees of the in- 
stitute. Messages were received 
from many public men, including the 
following from Governor Smith: 

“The work of the Institute for the 
pag ote and Disabled has been an 
inspiration to those who have come 
in contact with it. You have taken 
self-pity out of the lives of the crip- 
pled and have helped to make them 
self-supporting and therefore self-re- 
specting.”’ 


Walker Praises Their Work. 


Mayor Walker cent the following 
message: 

“It is a remarkable tribute to the 
spirit of the men whom you are 
training to be sclf-supporting that, 
in spite of a handicap imposed by 
fortune, they are still carrying on 
bravely and cheerfully. I should like 
also to say a word of thanks and 
encouragement to the men and wom- 
en of your staff who are devoting 
their lives to such a worthy cause.’’ 

e Henry Pomerov Davison prize 
of $50 was awarded to Andrew Fran- 
tin, 31 years old, an ironworker, who 
lost his right foot. Taught by the 
institute, he became an_ expert 
welder. He supported his brother, 
crippled in the right arm, while he 
was being trained ii the jewelry 
class. The brother is now an expert 
jeweler. 

The President’s prize of $25 was 
awarded to Harold Smith, 22, who 
suffered paralysis in both legs from 
poliomyelitis. He was trained as a 
watch repairer by the institute. 

One John Magee Ellsworth prize 
of $50 went to Elsie Scherer, 46, who 
was so badly burned that she cannot 
leave a wheel-chair, but has done 
various kinds of work found for her 
b: the institute and succeeded in 
. earning $32 a month and looking 
after a brother and his young son. 
The second Ellsworth prize went to 
Hugo Boehm, who, after losing both 
legs, has been able to support him- 
gelf by soldering and toy-making. 

One Roxy prize of $50 was awarded 





to Kate Stassi, a cripple from infan- 
tile paralysis, who has become an 
expert bead-stringer. The other 
Roxy prize of $5 went to Nicholas 
Brescia, 17, who, after being para- 
lyzed in both legs. is making good 
progress at the jewelry trade. 

saan his address President Hope 

‘‘When a cripple comes to us the 
first thing is to find out what he is 
best fitted for. We maintain classes 
for instruction in such occupations 
as jewelry making, printing, mechan- 
ical drafting, oxy-acetylene welding, 
and we enroll a man in the class for 
which he appears to be best adapted. 
Training in all these classes is free 
to all cripples. During the past ten 
youre 1,460 cripples have been en- 
olled in our classes, including many 
veterans of the World War. 

“The next thing after training is 
to get a man a job. In ten years 
7,569 jobs have been secured for the 
7,688 cripples who have registered in 
the employment bureau. Sometimes 
a cripple is handicapped by the lack 
of a proper limb or appliance. We 
have a splendid shop for the making 
and fitting of artificial limbs and ap- 
pliances which we endeavor to oper- 
ate at cost and without a profit and 
when necessary on the partial pay- 
ment plan. In the past ten years we 
have made 2.325 limbs and appli- 
ances and 5,081 ‘repairs, all without 
profit. By this activity alone the 
cripples have been saved over 

,000.”’ 


GERMAN ‘ROCKET’ CAR 
SPOUTS DENSE SMOKE 


Our Commercial Attache at Berlin 
Tells Washington of New 
Sneed Automobile.

WASHINGTON, May 9.—Vast vol- 
umes of smoke and fire shoot out 
behind the latest experiment in 
motorless racing automobiles in Ger- 
many, called the ‘‘rocket’’ car, Act- 
ing Commercial Attaché Douglas 
Miller of Berlin today advised the 
Department of Commerce. 

The new racing car, which gets its 
power from a series of twelve smoke- 
spouting metal tubes in its rear, 
reached the speed of almost a mile 
a minute, it was asserted, with 200 
feet from a dead start, on its first 
test. 

The twelve tubes in the rear of the 
new car, Mr. Miller reported, con- 
tain rockets, which go off one after 
another and drive it forward, accom- 
panied in the first test, it was said. 
by tremendous volumes of smoke 
and fire. The first experiment with 
the new car, it was said, resulted in 
such great sped that the driver was 
physically unable to stand the rapid 
acceleration. 

The new car has no motor but has 
the conventional form, with its rear 
built up at a slightly greater height. 
It was exhibited to the public for the 
first time at Ruesselheim, Germany. 

Further experiments with the new 
type of locomotion are said to be 
planned on the Avus, automobile rac- 
ing speedway in Berlin, where it is 
hoped to establish new speed rec- 
ords for short distances. The Ger- 
man Government Railways have 
placed a stretch of track at the dis- 
posal of the builders for experiments 
with rocket automobiles on rails. 

Builders of the new type of car 
declare, Mr. Miller reported, that 
they plan to use the same rocket 
principle in construction of airships, 
particularly those for long distances 
and traveling at a great height. 


LOSES TAX SUIT MOVE. 


New Rochelle Assessment Fight Is 
Put in Charge of Referee.

WHITE PLAINS, N. Y., May 9.— 
The City of New Rochelle today lost 
the first round of its effort to col- 


lect taxes amounting to more than 
$7,000,000 assessed against eighty- 
three property owners who disputed 
the legality and equality of the 
assessments upheld by the Supreme 
Court. 

Aaron Simmons, Assistant Corpora- 
tion Counsel of New Rochelle, ap- 
peared before Supreme Court Justice 
Jospeh Morschauser of motion to dis- 
miss a writ of certiorari procured 
by the taxpayers. Justice Morschauser 
denied the motion. 

The 1928 tax roll is said to be 
higher than last year. The Court re- 
ferred the hearing to Isaac N. Mills 
of Mount Vernon, as official referee.

Governor Young Asks Business 
Men to Resist Proposed 
Changes in System. 


FARM BILL IS _ ASSAILED 


Julius R. ‘Barnes Declares It a 
Futile Panacea Destroying Present 
Marketing Advantages.

WASHINGTON, May 9.—That the 
Treasury’s policy of having large 
budget surpluses has been followed 
by a “brood of public expendi- 
tures’? was asserted today by 
Thomas S. Adams, Professor of 


Political ‘Economy at Yale Univer-- 


sity, before a group of. bankers at- 
tending the meeting of the: United 
States Chamber of Commerce. 

‘You cannot have surpluses like 
we have been having year in and 
year out,” said Professor Adams, 
“‘without bringing the jackals to the 
feast,’’ ‘a statement which was 
greeted with~applausé: He recom- 
mended distribution of surplus reve- 
nues to the taxpayers. 

Professor Adams said an increase 
in the total of taxes—local, State and 
national—in future years may be ex- 
pected, there béing no reason for 
thinking that these tax burdens will 
diminish ‘‘absolutely or relatively.” 

He foresaw, on the other hand, 
a continuance for ten or twelve years 
of the payments now coming from 
foreign Governments, adding that it 
would be unwise to think that pay- 
ments from foreign debtors will con- 
tinue for the next fifty years, even 
though the war debt settlements pro- 
vide for distribution over that ne- 
riod. He was méking no praphecy, 
he explained, of debt cancellation. 

He estimated that statutory debt 
retirement, or sinking fund provi- 
sions of existing law, would be suf- 
ficient to retire an average of $750,- 
000,000 a year of the national debt 
over the next fifteen years and to 
extinguish it by 1950, if there are 
no wars in the. meantime. 


Expect Surpluses to Dwindle. 


Putting the Treasury surplus at 
$401,000,000 for the current year, 
Professor Adams said he did not be- 
lieve the people of the United States 
can expect the surpluses that have 


averaged close to $500,000,000 for the 
last few years to continue in the 
future. 

There may be expected, he ‘contin- 
ued, a recurrence of ‘‘mistaken es- 
timates,”” as in the past. He said 
he was not criticizing Secretary Mel- 
lon and his advisers as ‘‘consciously’’ 
making errors. 

He declared that Congress has the 
ingenuity to devise the machinery to 
relieve the taxpayers when surpluses 
appear, and on the other hand, if 
there is a deficit, the «taxpayers 
should make it up. ' 

He favored a corporation income 
tax of not more than 10 per cent., 
and said that a rate of 7% per cent. 
would be the equivalent of the 
normal rate of 5 per cent. collected 
from individuals. The program per- 
mitting big surpluses he described 
as ‘‘excessive prudence’’ and a form 
of ‘‘intemperance.”’ 


Young Upholds: Reserve System. 


Governor Young of the Federal Re- 


serve Board said he wished to ap- 
peal to the financial people of Amer- 
ica ‘tin very strong terms’’ to study 
the Federal Reserve system and to

it has done in the past. 

“The Federal Reserve note has 
been put into circulation,’’ said Gov- 
‘érnor Young. ‘‘This is an elastic 
form of currency which expands 
when business demands more cur- 
rency and automatically contracts 
and goes out of circulation when it 
has served its purpose. In 1926 the 
Reserve banks paid out $12,500,- 
,000 in currency. 

“A rediscount practice has de- 
veloped, enabling banks to meet sea- 
sonal requirements for credit or cur- 
rency and also bridge over such 
emergencies as existed in 1919 and 
1920. The peak was reached in the 
latter part of 1920: when the system 
oped advances aggregating $2,800,- 


“A credit instrument, new to the 
United States, the bankers’ ac- 
ceptance, has been developed and 
the total in existence at this time 
amounts to approximately $1,000,- 


“The gold settlement fund has been 
created within the system which pro- 
vides for transferring funds from one 
pest of the country to another. Such 

ransfers average $400,000,000 daily. 

‘The system has provided a method 
of collecting checks and drafts, 
Which has largely eliminated the cir- 
cuitous methods before the inaugura- 
tion of the system. Through its 
monthly bulletin it has furnished in- 
formation in reference to its policies 
and operations, a practice that is 
not followed in such detail by any 
other bank of issue in the world.’’ 

‘Under the leadership of the 
Reserve system, an American bank- 
ing policy has become possible,’ 
President Young concluded.

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REBEL GROUPS GIVE UP |HONORS5 AMERICANS TODAY 


IN TWO MEXICAN STATES 


War Ministry Reports Surrender 
of 386 in Jalisco and Michoacan 
in Thirty Days. 


Special Cable to THE New YORK Tres. 

MEXICO CITY, May 9.—According 
to information from the Ministry of 
War during the past thirty days 386 
rebels in the States of Jalisco and 
Michoacan have surrendered to the 
Government. 

In groups more or less numerous, 
it is said that individuals who had 
taken up arms at various points in 
both States have been presenting 
themselvés to the Federal military 
units. As orders have been issued 
by the Ministry to accept all sur- 
renders that are unconditional, safe- 
conducts have been granted to those 
laying down their arms. 


It is officially asserted. that the 
surrenders are the direct result of 
the incessant pursuit of the rebels 
by Federal forces. After a series of 
engagements the various rebel groups 
were forced to disband, losing all 
their unity. 

That aircraft from the aerial base 
in the city of Guadalajara had much 
to do with the Federal successes by 
locating the rebels in their hilly 
fastnesses is also asserted by the 
Ministry. 

The official statement concludes 
that it is only a question of a few 
days before the rebel movement, both 
in Jalisco and in Michoacan, will ter- 
minate completely.

ORDERED BY WALKER 


Mayor Fears Minimum Rate 
Victory in Brooklyn Would 
Affect Other Boroughs. 


NICHOLSON TOLD TO ACT 


2,000,000 Consumers May Be Hit 
by Public Service Commis- 
sion’s Ruling. 


Mayor Walker last night declared 
that he had directed Corporation 
Counsel George P. Nicholson to 
make every possible effort, by fur- 
nishing experts and counsel, to pro- 
tect the interests of the 2,000,000 gas 
consumers of this city against the 
proposal of the Brooklyn Gas Com- 
pany to impose a monthly minimum 
charge. 

The Mayor expressed fear that, if 
the Brooklyn company should be suc- 
cessful in its application before the 
Public Service Commission, the 
practice would be foliowed by all the 
city companies. 

Mayor Walker said: 

“T have given considerable attention 


to the monthly minimum charge pro- 
posed by the Brooklyn gas compa- 





nies, and have been especially im- 


pressed with the change in policy to- 
ward the average consumer that is 
he” Brook :panies 

‘The rooklyn gas. companie 
serve . about 758 000 consumers... If 
they impose a minimum charge each 
month, the New York companies will 
undoubtedly follow their lead. It will 
eventually affect close to’ 2,000,Uv 
consumers within the city and 
amount to about $25,000,000 a year. 

“As has already been brought out 
in the Brooklyn worougs gas case, 
average gas consumption is about 
2,800 cubic feet a month. Under the 
new rates, consumers using below 
4,000 cubic feet would pay more. 
Three-fourths of the number of con- 
sumers, at least, would have to stand 
an increase in this indirect way. 

“T can see no justice in this rather 
obvious erie to impose higher 
charges upon the general gas con- 
suming public. Certainly such a 
change in policy toward the average 
consumer should be thoroughly in- 
vestigated as to its necess y alto- 
gether, and especially as to the 
amount.”

Court may ‘ecree in the event 
the company is finally unsuccessful 
in the suit. It is thought the Inter- 
borough will agree not to file the 
bond until the Supreme Court has 
passed upon the question of a stay 
at Monday’s hearing. 

In the event the Supreme Court 
decides against giving a stay to the 
city without bond, the compliance by 
the Interbo h with the Court’s 
order through: giving of a bond 
will automatically increase the fare. 

The Interbaro officials have 
been reluctant to indicate how soon 
they will be prepared to put the in- 
crease into effect. It is understood, 
however, that only a few hours will 
be required to éurn out a sufficient 
number of tékens and rebate slivs 
and to change /over the turnstiles to 
receive the geven-cent disks. In the 
event that tokens cannot be procured 
in time, it was pointed out, the com- 
pany could use tickets temporarily.

Smoot Saye He Will Keep the 
Bill Before Senate Until 
Completed. 


Special to the New York Times, 
WASHINGTON, May 9.—Angered 
by delays in consideration of the Tax 
Reduction bill, Senator Smoot, Chair- 


_}man of the Finance Committee, an- 


nounced in the Senate late today 
that the bill would he kept before 
the Senate from noon tomorrow un- 
til it wes completed. Hope of a final 
vote by tomorrow night is now gone, 
but it is believed that the measure 
can be disposed of by Saturday 
night. 

Four hours of the time allotted to 
the tax bill was yielded by Senator 
Smoot today to the conference report 
on flood control. Then the Senate 
took up the tax on the sale of prod- 
uce for future delivery on produce 
exchanges. After an hour and thirty 
minutes of talk, a yote appeared im- 
minent, but Senator Norris, Insur- 
gent Republican, of Nebreska, in- 
sisted that it go over until tomorrow. 

Under existing law $3,000,000 in 
revenue is derived from a stamp 
tax of one cent per $100 value on 
the produce sales, The House voted 
to repeal this tax, but the Finance 
Committee restored it. Senator 
Simmons, Democrat, has pending 
an amendment for repeal. 

In the debate today Democrats, 
with the exception of Senator Cara- 
way, demanded the repeal as a re~ 
Hef to farmers, Senator Smoot con- 
tended the tax was a just imposi- 
tien upon ‘‘market gone ers’ on the 
produce exchanges, Senator Caraway 
announced that he would move to 
ene the tax 10 cents instead of 1

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BIOLOGIST EXPLAINS 
'BVOLUTION THEORY 


Princeton Professor Declares 
Changes Are Effected Only 
in Original Egg Cells. 


HOLDS TESTS PROVE CASE 


Experiments Hoped to Determine 
Factors Governing Symmetry 
in Developing Body. 


Special to The New York Times. 

PRINCETON, N. J., May 9.—The 
re@pults of years of experiments in sex 
and heredity were told in part today 
by Professor Edward G. Conklin, 
head of the Department of Biology at 
Princeton University, recognized as 
one of the foremost living biologists, 
who has been studying the earliest 
differentiation of egga seeking fur- 
ther proof of his theory that evolu- 
tign of animals is only possible by 


changes in the original egg cell and 
not by the gradual change of grown 
o sms. 

rofessor Conklin’s experiments 
haye been carried on with the hope 
of isolating those parts of the egg 
cells which cause the development of 
specific organs and stryctures and 
have resulted in the development of 
animals with their organs transposed 
and turned inside out. 

At the present time he is experi- 
menting with the eggs of two species 
of snails and has been suecessful in 
developing a form of life where the 
organis in one species are arranged 
in the reverse order from the ar- 
rangement in the other species. 
From these he hopes te develop ma- 
ture snails of one species from the 
eggs of the other. ; 

Fine older theories of evolution 
attempted to explain how adult spe- 
cies gave rise to others by the trans- 
logation of different parts,’’ Profes- 
sor Conklin said. ‘‘Thus it has been 
supposed that worms or anthrepods 
may have given risg to yertebrates 
by the inversion of the developed 
bedies of the former and the trans- 
logation of certain organs, Such 
translocations would be utterly im- 
passible in a developed animal with- 
out tearing it all to pieces, but might 
readily be made in the egg cell by 
slight shiftings of different sub- 
stances. 

“Such experiments have for their 
object not merely the production of 
menstrosities of animal life but 
rather the anaylsis of the processes 
of development, se that we may 
learn what it is that determines the 
symetry and the localization of or- 
gans in the developing body. The 
study of the methods by which germ 
calls may be so modified as to pro- 
dyce new kinds of individualisms 
has an important bearing on the 
problem of the mechanism by which 
evolution has come about,’’ he gaid.

Benefiting Everybody, National 
Director Tells Atlantic City 
Meeting of Manufacturers.

ATLANTIC CITY, May 9.—J. M. 
Doran, Commissioner of Prohibition, 
told the American manufacturers of 
toilet articles at the Ambassador to- 
dey that prohibition was here to stay 
and that the American people were 
gradually becoming converts to it, as 
evidenced, he said, by the increasing 
number of convictions by juries, and 
the severer sentences imposed by the 
courts. 

“If the contrary were true,”’ he 
continued, ‘‘I would say that pro 
hibition was loging ground, but when 
the conditions J have just mentioned 
ere in force, it shows that public 
sentiment ig erystallizing in favor of 
prohibition. I compare the enforce- 
ment of the prohibition law with that 
of the narcotic law inasmuch as the 
nareotic law was slow in taking hold 
upon the courts and the sentences 
passed out on the few convictions in 
the first four or five years were 
trivial. We _ wil] find that the youth 
of the next few years will be less and 
less addicted to the use of liquor, if 
my judgment is good. 

“As to the gouns folks’ pocket 
flasks, while I know that they exist, 
I wonder if the children today are 
worse than we alder folk were when 
we were young. The only difference 
is that perhaps the children are three 
or four years younger in their sophis- 
tication. That is true in every con- 
dition of present life. The adolescent 
now flies around the country in au- 
tomobiles before he is 21, whereas 
when I was a lad in the Middle West 
@ man was thought lucky if he got 
to New York before he was 40.

Mr. Davison predicted real city air- 
ports, ‘‘when every American citizen 
will have his imaginative interest 
turned to something practical’ and 
asked for ‘‘business’’ support for air- 
ports near enough to the business 
centres to make general travel by 
air worth while. He said it was 
amazing New York had no accessible 
airport. 

“One single axiom should always 
be borne in mind by those interested 
in the development of aviation,’’ he 
said. ‘‘We should have airports and 
they should be located accessible to 
business areas. Travelers use a sub- 
stantial part of what the airplane 
can give us, because the airports are 
located so far from actual business 
centres.”’ 

Mr. Davison said that the War De- 
partment wants to develop commer- 
cial aviation because it is naturally 
important from a military stand- 
point. The Government desires to 
build up the industry by assistance, 
suggestion and guidance, but will not 
figure as a competitor,-he said. 

**You are foing to have an air- 
minded public,’ he said, ‘‘when 
every citizen realizes aviation’s fun- 
damental importance to the national 
defense. While we have seen amaz- 
have seen 
space annihilated and seemingly in- 
superable obstacles overcome by 
American scientific genius—we must 
realize that no scientific revolution 
in aircraft theory occurred over 
night. Years of development made 
possible flights of Lindbergh, Byrd, 
Maitland and the others whose feats 
so stirred the public imagination.”’ 
In his opinion, one of the most im- 
portant and significant developments 
is the radio beacon, Mr. Davison 
said, and described how it guided 
Lieutenant Gobel through 2,400 un- 
erring miles of flight across the Pa- 
cific. The great obstacle still to be 
met is fog, he added, explaining how 
investigation and experiment are 
gradually destroying this ‘‘bugbear.’’ 
Perfection is still to be attained, 
however, in instruments aiding the 
flier to land easily in fog, he said. 
He paid tribute to the recently - 
fected ‘‘slotted wing,’’ a Handley 
Page device which restores stability 
and controlability to planes at ‘‘stall- 
as * speed.’’

They will 
travel in two —— a Curtiss trans- 
port, piloted by Casey Jones of the 
air mail, and a Fairchild cabin plane 
with Lieutenant Ronne »f Buffalo 
at the controls. 

The conference will be at the of- 
fice of F. Trubee Davison, Assistant 
Secretary of War for Air. It will 
be attended by Wiliam P. McCracken 
Jr., Assistant Secre of Com- 
merce for Civil Aeronautics; Edward 

. Warner, Assistant Secretary of 
the Navy for Air, and Warren I. 
Glover, ..ssistant Postmaster Gen- 
eral, in charge of air mail.

Western Professor Discusses the 
Merits of Heavy and Light Food 
for ‘White Collar’ Men.

CHICAGO, May 9.—Pancakes and 
sausages may be all right for the 
lumberjack’s breakfast, but they will 
not do for the morning meal of a 
university student or an office work- 
er, according to C. E. Willard, As- 
sistant Professor of Business Orga- 
nization at Northwestern University, 
who has just made a survey of work- 
ers ’efficiency. He says a heavy 
breakfast of badly chosen or bolted 
food impairs quick and_ clear 
thinking. 

Professor Willar dadvocates a light 
morning meal of fruit juices, cereals 
and toast for the business man and 
the student. 

“Tt is part of business efficiency,” 
Professor Willard says, ‘‘to arr 
conferences in the morning. e 
morning is a longer period in most 
line sof work than the afternoon. 
Therefore, the worker starts with a 
greater objective ahead of him in the 
morning than in the afternoon. 

“At the university the majority of 
the brain work is done in the morn- 
ing, and the afternoon is left to 
laboratory work, gymnasium and 
routine subjects.”’

In connection with the movement 
to restore George Washington's 
library at Mount Vernon, Va., the

Bonine, whom he: once represented 
in Chicago, had been called to New 
York by Mr. Reid to attend Mrs. 
Thea Reid Topping, the financier’s 
only child, and that Mr. Reid was 
so impressed by a successful opera- 
tion by Dr. Bonine on Mrs. Topping 
in 1918 that he made the doctor his 
personal physician at $1,000 a month. 
Later they quarreled, Mr. Chancellor 
said, and Dr. Bonine left Mr. Reid’s 
employ.

STRESS EDUCATION 


Welfare Workers at Cincinnati 
Hold it More Important 
Than Charity. 


YOUTH CALLED INDIFFERENT 


Community Centres Are Seen as 
Means of Supporting Revival 
of Hebrew Culture. 


Special to the New York Times. 

CINCINNATI, May 9.—Education 
and not charity should receive the 
attention of Jewish welfare workers 
and those interested in the better- 
ment of their communities, in the 
opinion of the Presidents of the three 
national Jewish welfare and educa- 
tional groups whose organizations 
opened their annual meetings in this 


: city tonight. 


The joint session drew.about 600 
delegates from every section of the 
United States. William J. Shroder, 
President of the Board of Education 
of Cincinnati, was Chairman of the 
meeting, whose participants were 
welcomed by Mayor Murray Season- 
good. The principal addresses were 
presented by the national heads of 
the three conferences. They are 
Morris D. Waldman of Detroit, Presi- 
dent of the National Conference of 
Jewish Social Service; Gilbert Har- 
ris, St. Louis, President of National 
Association of Jewish Communit 
Centre Secretaries, and Israel S. 
Chipkin, New York, President of the 
— Council for Jewish Educa- 
ion. 

Mr. Waldman sounded the keynote 
for virtually all other participating 
ae 2 by declaring that the trend 
n American Jewish philanthrophy 
is toward diminishing emphasis upon 
provision for dependents and delin- 
quents. 

“This does not mean,” said Mr. 
Waldman, ‘‘that Jewish communi- 
ties will cease to deal with the prob- 
lems of disease and dependency and 
delinquency. Hospitals, child care 
work and relief will continue to re- 
flect the major items of our budgets, 
but the items for the positive ele- 
ments in Jewish life will grow larger. 

“Support and encouragement will 
be given increasingly to education, 
to primary and secondary schools, 
teachers’ training schools and theo- 
logical colleges. Jewish art and 
music will be permitted less fre- 
quently to languish in the rets 
of impoverished artists. ewish 
scholars and philosophers will less 
and less be obliged to depend on 
penny-a-line contributions to strug- 
gling publications. More and more 
the renaissance of the Jewish spirit, 
which has penetrated our communal 
enterprises, will envisage those pre- 
cious potentialities and will regard 
them as legitimate claimants for the 
liberal support of the whole com- 
munity. 

“The adolescence of Jewish life in 
America is virtually over and with it 
the storm and stress that was its nat- 
ural accompaniment. Israel in 
America has come of age, and enters 
upon a new era conscious of strength 
and purpose and imbued with deter- 
mination for a place not as a non- 
descript but as a Jew by the side of 
his non-Jewish fellows in the march 
of civilization.” 


Harris Tells of Community Centres. 


Gilbert Harris, executive director 
of the Y. M. H. A. and Y. W. H. A. 
of St. Louis, in his address at the 
joint meeting, told of the growth 
of community centres throughout the 
country, dwelling principally on the 
influence of such endeavors upon 
Jewish life in the localities they 


serve. 

“It should not be argued that the 
task is easy,’’ said Mr. Harris in 
referring to the work at the com- 
munity centres. ‘‘It should not be 
assumed that the program of the 
Jewish centre is eagerly awaited by 
modern youth. There is an ocean of 
indifference to overcome.

“There is the problem of the girls 
over 21, who are not quite old enough 
to get their entire emotional satis- 
faction out of giving service. In the 
main;.they are ready for marriage 
and want it. If they feel they are 
not meeting at the ‘Y’ the type of 
individual they want, they leave.’’ 

‘* 1 av not resent having the ‘Y’ re- 
ferred to as a veg A hunting ground 
or a matrimonial bureau. Why not? 
I only wish we did serve to a greater 
extent as the medium for bringing 
our boys and girls together in re- 
sultant happy unions. Ox, 
of course, we want them married 
and lose their membership.” 

That the girls put on more “‘lugs’’ 
than the boys was another personal 
point made by Miss Cannovsky, who 
recalled the remark of a Sarah Cohen 
that ‘‘she don’t like the class of 
people who go up to the Y”’ al- 
though, as the speaker, said, “‘it is 
only within recent years’ that 
Sarah’s family has blossomed out 
sufficiently to move into a better 
neighborhood. This, I am sorry to 
say, is more true of the Sarahs than 
the Sammies.’’

BRONX LAWYERS HEAR 
‘JURY BAITING SCORED 


Harold M. Phillips at Bar Dinner 
Also Says Judges Are Too 
Often Critical. 


*‘Jury-baiting’’ was strongly con- 
demned by Harold M. Phillips, coun- 
sel for the Greater New York Tax- 
payers’ Association, in an address 
last night at the monthly dinner of 
the Bronx County Bar Association 
at the Concourse Plaza Hotel. Mr. 
Phillips scored criticisms made. of 
the jury that acquitted Harry F. 
Sinclair, and declared that no man 
has a harder time in the courts than 
a man of great wealth. 

“If that jury acquitted Sinclair, 
they did it with their consciousness 
alert,’? Mr. Phillips said. ‘‘If juries 


are prejudiced against any defendant, 
it is against the millionaire.’’ 
Judges too often indulge in criti- 
cism of the juries, he continued, 
adding that. ‘‘the Judge is as little 
justified in criticizing the jury as 
the jury would be in passing a reso- 
lution criticizing the actions of the 
Judge on the bench. The result will 
be that juries will simply follow the 


Judge’s nose throughout the trial so 
as to avoid his scathing criticism 
afterward. I am a natural believer 
in the jury system. Despite certain 
cases, the juries most often strike a 
correct result.’’ 

Mr. Phillips also condemned the 
‘tattitude the community has recently 
taken,- that the more severe the 
penalty, the less will be the amount 
of crime, forgetting the lesson of all 
experce to the contrary, If a man 
gets ‘less than six years now, he'is 
getting a bargain.’’ 

The speaker defended the so-called 
technicalities of the law as having 
sound logical reasons for their ex- 
istence. The recommendation given 
to juries to consider the ‘‘preponder- 





ance of evidence’ was in practice 





worthless, he said, for no one could 
define what was preponderance of 
evidence. :

WOULD ALTER MODE 
OF ARMY PROMOTION 


Bill Reported to House Substi- 
tutes Length of Service 
for Selection. 


WAR DEPARTMENTAPPROVES 


Measure Provides for Placing Emer- 
gency Captains and First Lieu- 
tenants on Regular Footing. 


Special to the New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, May 9.—A bill to 
rearrange the promotion lists of the 
army and prescribe a new method 
governing promotion of officers was 
reported to the House today by the 
Military Committee. The bill is the 
joint work of Representative Wain- 
wright, Republican, of New York, a 
former Assistant Secretary of War, 
and Representative McSwain, Demo- 
crat, of South Carolina, both mem- 
bers of the committee. 


A similar bill, introduced by Sena- 
tor Black of Alabama, was recently 
reported to the Senate by its Military 
Committee. It is the understanding 
that the Wainwright-McSwain bill, 
which provides for promotions on the 
‘basis of length of service instead of 
by selection, as at present, meets 
with the approval of the War De- 
partment. 

According to a report filed with the 
House by Chairman Morin of the 
Military Committee, the bill seeks to 
accomplish two main objects: 

1. To establish a system of promo- 
tion based on years of. service in or- 
der that there “ey be a uniform flow 
of promotion relieving the prospec- 
tive stagnation and assuring to the 
officers normal careers. 

2. To provide for a revision of the 
promotion list in order to place 
emergency Captains among — 
army Captains and emergency First 
Lieutenants among regular army 
First Lieutenants‘in accordance with 
the commissioned service, a position 
which the committee believes they 
have been unjustly deprived of by a 
War Department interpretation of 
the National Defense act of 1920. 


Provides for Examinations. 


The bill provides that Second Lieu- 
tenants, First Lieutenants, Captains, 
Majors and Lieutenant Colonels shall 
be promoted to the respective next 
higher grade when their names ap- 
pear first in their grade on the pro- 
motion list and when they are cred- 
ited with three, ten, fifteen, twenty 
and twenty-six years of service, re- 
spectively. 

Section 3 of the bill authorizes the 
President to prescribe a system of 
examinations for officers eligible for 
promotion under the proposed new 
system. An officer who fails to qual- 
ify for promotion will remain in his 
grade until he does qualify, without 
in any way interfering with the pro- 
motion of other officers below him 
on the promotion list who do qualify 
for the higher grade. 

The bill sue oe the promotion 
list of officers w 
army between April 6, 1917, and July 
1, 1920, now having the grades of 
Captain and First Lieutenant. These 
are grouped, according to grades, 
and provided for. in morgetance with 
len of service. The Dill points out 
that under present conditions many 
Lieutenants who entered the service 
in the war period held places on the 
promotion lists above Captains.

The bill also seeks to arrange the 
promotion lists, the report declares,

“The number of officers taken in 
during and soon after the World War 
period,’’ said the report, ‘‘was so 
great and so out of proportion when 
compared with the length of that 
period (only about two years) that a 
so-called ‘hump’ exists in the pro- 
motion list of about 5,000 officers. 
The existence of this ‘hump’ makes 
our present promotion plan unfea- 
sible. Under the existing arrange- 
ment there would be some twenty 
years in the interval when the head 
and foot of the ‘hump’ became 
Majors. 

‘‘According to a statement by the 
Secretary of War, 2,837 officers are 
due for retirement before reachin 
the grade of Colonel and 1,254 o 
these will not get above Major, about 
240 will retire as Captains and 200 as 
Lieutenants.”’ 


TWO BROTHERS FREED 
IN KILLING OF AMORE 


Jarors Acquit Husband and 
Jadge Releases the Younger 
Benedetto in Slaying. 





Paul and Dominick Benedetto were 
acquitted in General Sessions yester- 
day of the murder of Joseph Amore, 
who was killed last Feb. 18 in the 
apartment of Michael Marinaro at 
142 Sullivan Street. Dominick’s ac- 
quittal was directed by Judge Cor- 
nelius F. Collins. Paul was acquitted 
after the jury had deliberated nearly 
two hours. 

The defense version of the killing, 
which evidently was accepted by the 


jury, was a story of courageous self- 
defense and an equally courageous 
‘‘big brother’’ attitude on the part of 
Paul, who is 35 years old, toward 
Dominick, who is only 25. 

With his own life in jeopardy, Paul 
took the stand and absolved his 

ounger brother from all blame by 
estifying that Dominick was not 
present when the fight occurred that 
resulted in the death of Amore and 
the wounding of Marinaro and Paul 
himself. It was this testimony that 
brought about the directed verdict 
for Dominick. It is also believed to 
have played a part in Paul’s’ ac- 
quittal. 

The defense was, in effect, that 
Marinaro had openly boasted of his 
intimacy with Paul’s wife. Lucy, 
telling of it even in the wife’s pres- 
ence. Paul, as a result of this, 
sought to obtain a divorce, naming 
Marinaro as corespondent. While 
the action was pending Marinaro 
sent for Paul, who lived at the same 
address. 

Unarmed, Paul, according to testi- 
mony, entered the apartment, where 
Amore and Marinaro both attacked 
him, one using a knife and the other 
a revolver. Ithough wounded se- 
verely, Paul wrested the revolver 
from Amore, he testified, and shot 
him in self-defense. Later Dom- 
inick entered the Marinaro apart- 
ment and found his brother lying on 
the floor. 

When the jury reported “not 
guilty’’ in Paul’s case he seized the 
hand of his attorney, Miss Frieda B. 
Hennock, and kissed it. Dominick 
was represented by Julius Silver. In 
the corridor outside the court room 
the exonerated brothers met, after 
the verdict and embraced.

SANDWICH, England, May 9.— 
The American: attack on the British 
open golf championship again is 
proving formidable. 

Cheating the elements in -the eas- 
iest sort of fashion, Bill Mehlhorn 
and Gene Suarazen climbed to first 
and second place on the list at the 
end of the first day of the champion- 
ship proper with scores of 71 and 72 
here today. Each of them should 
have had even lower scores, espe- 
cially Sarazen. 

This was a stinging blow to the 
native golfers and was followed by 
still another when.a third American 
came in with the next best score, a 
74, but he belangs, to, the southern 
half of the Western Hemisphere. He 
is José Jurado of Argentina who 
equaled the course record with a 69 
yesterday. 

Jurado is small, but is a mighty 
hitter, and today he negotiated the 
weather conditions very successfully, 
although such weather rarely ever 
occurs in Argentina. A stiff north- 
easterly wind was blowing and even 
the British golfers, used to the vaga- 
ries of their own climate, found it 
hard to circumvent. :

AUSTRALIA PUT OUT 
OF DAVIS CUP PLAY 


Eliminated by Italy as Veteran 
Star, Patterson, Is Defeated 
by Baron de Morpurgo. 


FINAL MATCH A THRILLER 


Tumult of Applause Greets Victor— 
Italy Favored.to Face U. S. 
in. Interzone Finals. 


By The Associated Press. 

GENOA, Italy, May 9.—Australia, 
once: the mightiest factor in Davis 
Cup tennis competition, was abrupt- 
ly removed from the first round of 
1928 competition today by Italy. 

The third and deciding triumph of 
the series for Itaiy was scored by 
Baron Hubert -de Murpurgo, veteran 
internationalist, when he conquered 
the hard-hitting Australian ace, Ger- 
ald Patterson, in five sensational 
sets. The scores were 1—6, 6—4, 6—3, 
2—6, 6—1, and when the titled Italian 
emerged the victor one of the big- 
gest crowds that ever saw a tennis 
match here went wild. 

The throng, on edge throughout 
the tense struggle, cheered like 
American baseball fans as de Mur- 
ree struck an unbeatable pace in 
he fifth set' and swept Patterson 
off his feet. His victory gave Italy 


three of the first four matches and 
settled the issue. 


Italy’s Biggest Achievement. 


It was simultaneous:y the biggest 
achievement in Davis Cup play any 
Italian team has ever scored and the 
most stunning setback the Austra- 
lians have ever received. 

In seventeen years of cup competi- 
tion Australia has only once before 
failed to reach either the final or 
challenge round. That was in 1913, 
when the Anzacs were put out in the 
first round by the United States. 

Since 1905, when Australia first en- 
tered Davis Cup play, the players 
from ‘‘down under’? have reached 
the challenge round eleven times, 
winning the cup on six occasions. 
With Patterson and the young star, 
Pat Crawford, to relv on, the Austra- 
lians,, returning after a two-year 
lapse, were favored this year to go 
through the European zone and play 
the United States for the right to 
challenge France. 

Italy now takes the position of 
favorite in Europe, and, barring 
other upsets, will oppose the Amer- 
icans, probably in Paris in July. 


De Morpurgo Hero of Italian Team. 


De Morpurgo is the hero of Italy’s 
triumph, having, figured in all three 
of his team’s victories. He defeated 
Crawford in the first singles match 
and, with Caslini as a partner, con- 
quered Patterson and Honman in the 
doubles yesterday. Patterson _pre- 
viously wes the victor in the singles 
over de Stefani,. who is ambidex- 
trous. 

The Baron, after being puzzled at 
first by Patterson’s cannonball ser- 
vice, had no trouble holding his own. 
The big Anzac got off to a fast 
start, taking the first four games 
and the first set with the loss of only 
one game, but the Italian rallied 
quickly. 

Patterson resorted to chop strokes 
in an effort to upset his rival, but 
the Baron rallied, coming to the net 
in the final set for repeated and suc- 
cessful attacks. 

De Morpurgo, although a_promi- 
nent figure on European courts since 
1921,, has seldom reached the top 
flight. He gave the French Davis 
Cup team a scare last season, how- 
ever, beating Cochet in the singles, 
helping to win the doubles, and forc- 
ing Lacoste to five sets before yield- 
ing. 
France escaped with a close call 
and a 3—2 verdict, harder pressed 
than they were later in the challenge 
round victory over the United States.

The threat of legal action followed 
an announcement by Fugazy yester- 
day that he had signed Loughran to 
defend his title twice at Ebbets 
Field. The Philadelphian is signed, 
Fugazy announced, to battle Pete 
Latzo on May 30 and Leo Lomski 
on June 13. Rickard’s reaction to 
this announcement was to communi- 
cate with the law firm of Chadburne, 
Stanchfield & Levy, attorneys for 
the Madison Square Garden Corpora- 
tion, instructing them to take the 
necessary legal steps to protect the 
corporation’s interests: under an op- 
tion he holds on Loughran’s services 


until Nov. 1. 
Rickard to Press Action. 


“If Fugazy can promote a match 
for Loughran, then the agreement 
which gives me. exclusive rights. to 
Loughran’s services isn’t worth the 
paper it is written on and no con- 
tract for a boxer’s services is bind- 


ing,’’? said Rickard. ‘‘Gene Tunney 
and Tom Heeney can ignore the con- 
tract I hold with them for a title 
bout if this Loughran contract is 
valueless, for Tunney and Heeney 
are signed to a contract which 
amounts to the same agreement giv- 
ing me the call on Loughran’s ser- 
vices. I have permitted two pre- 
vious matches to be taken from me 
under similar circumstances, but I 
don’t intend to let a third bout slip 
through my fingers. I will press 
this thing to the limit because I want 
to satisfy myself on the question of 
whether a contract is a contract and 
when.’’ 

Fugazy took Rickard’s threat of 
legal action calmly. ‘‘I have Lough- 
ran signed to fight twice for me in 
defense of his title, and I expect 
no difficulty in conducting the 
matches,’”’ said Fugazy. ‘I will go 
before the State Athletic Commission 
pen agers and submit the signed con- 
tracts of Loughran, Latzo and Lom- 
— and let the board decide mat- 
ers.”’ 


Await Action by Commission. 


Unless the commission departs 
from its previously imposed attitude, 
there is reason to believe the board’s 


action will be favorable to Fugazy. 
The commission is disposed to ap- 
prove a match submitted by any pro- 
moter holding the signed contracts 
of both principals to the bout. 

It will be recalled that Rickard 
twice was bested by Fugazy in simi- 
lar situations in the past. In_ the 
case of Jack Delaney and Paul Ber- 
lenbach two years yo Rickard had 
Berlenbach, then e champion, 
signed to a contract, but could not 
get Delaney’s signed contract, and 
when Fugazy stepped in and obtained 
the contracts of both boxers he won 
the match. Similarly, when Rickard 
had Joe Dundee under contract as 
challenger to Pete Latzo, then wel- 
terweight champion, Rickard’s con- 
tract with Dundee was ignored when 
Fugazy presented the signed con- 
tracts of both men.

© far in the campaign the Cleveland Indians have 

won more ball games than any other team in 

either league. Some of these victories were gained 
in direct defiance of the doctor’s orders. Players who 
should have remained quietly in bed got up and raised 
havoc with rival teams on the diamond. With all the 
pitchers ailing when the Indians arrived in this city, 
it is said that Manager Peckinpaugh took their tem- 
peratures and sent Uhile to the mound because some- 
body had to pitch, and Uhle had the lowest tem- 
perature. 

There is the case of Johnny Hodapp, too. Troubled 
for more than a week with a heavy cold and a light 
fever, Johnny complicated matters by twisting his leg 
in a game against the Red Sox just before the Indians 
arrived at the Yankee Stadium. But he had to play 
third because Aaron Ward, who might have relieved 
him, was even sicker than Hodapp. Ed Morgan, the 
fleet-footed rookie outfielder, was injured in the first 
game of the season and hasn't yet received full clear- 
ance papers from the hospital squad. 

Under such conditions as these, the Indians have 
surprised the experts and upset the dope by winning 
a large number of ball games. If that’s the way they 
play, a measles epidemic in the club may win the pen- 
nant for them. And a train wreck might-make them 
favorites in the world’s series. 


The Jinx in Operation. 


With Herb Pennock opposing George Uhle in the 
opening game, it was really no surprise to see the In- 
dians come down in front. Herb Pennock is a great 
pitcher, but the Indians have the Indian sign on him. 
By the same token; George Uhile is a noted Yankee 
jinx. As soon as he starts throwing at them, the Yan- 
kee batters give themselves up for lost. 

Pennock has won only one game from the Indians 
in. the past two or three seasons, and Uhle has lost 
only one game to the Yankees over the same stretch. 
There have been many cases of this kind in big league 
annals, Jimmy Ring was a Giant jinx when he was 
with the Reds and the Phillies. For that reason John 
McGraw finally secured him for the Polo Grounds 
troupe, but the pardon came too late. He was so con- 
firmed in his habits that he remained a Giant jinx 
even when he was with the Giant club. 

For many years Arthur Nehf took great enjoyment 
in beating the Pirates with monotonous regularity. 
Unless memory wanders, Sam Jones held a spell over 
the Senators for half a dozen seasons. And there was 
Harry Coveleskie, once with the Phillies, who was 
waived out of the big league because the only team 
that he could beat was the Giants. 


Youthful Strangers. 


Billy Evans, the umpire who decided to lead a bet- 
ter life, had something to say about the Indians yes- 
terday. He is general manager of the club, though 
Roger Peckinpaugh is the particular manager of the 
team. 

‘‘Watch that young Lind at second base,”’ cautioned 
Billy. ‘‘He’s a comer, or I don’t know a triple from 


a stolen base. He’ll show you some fancy fielding, 
and he stands up there like a hitter. We've got a kid 
named Mel Harder, too, a right-handed pitcher and a 
whiz. He's only 18 years old. Maybe he isn’t ripe 
yet, but he’s on his way. Ed Morgan, the boy from 
Tulane, is the fastest man on the club. He isn’t the 
best outfielder in the world right now, but he’s learn- 
ing, and I think he’ll hit.’’ 

With regard to general prospects, Evans said that 
the Indians were vastly improved, and if the pitching 
kept up, the team would be ‘‘up there giving them a 
battle all season.’’ 

“Of course,” said Billy, with an expansive wink, 
“You realize that this is an absolutely unprejudiced 
and unbiased opinion. Personally, I don’t care who 
wins as long as it’s the Indians.” 


A Closer Inspection. 


There's something in what Evans says. The Indians 
have been lacking a good second baseman since the 
days of Billy Wambsganss. They seem to have found 
one in Lind. Lew Fonseca, the singing Portuguese, is 
playing a fine game at first base in place of the vet- 
eran George Burns. Joe Sewell is a good shortstop 
and a fine hitter. With regard to Hodapp it was Mil- 
ler Huggins who said just the other day: 

“T don’t know anything about that Lind, but I'll tell 
you one thing: That Hodapp is a ball player at third 
base and a pretty good man with the stick.” 

Hodapp was laid up a large part of last season, but 
he had a fine minor league.reputation before he came 
to the Indians, and the general opinion is that he will 
do well under the big tent. 


Luke Sewell is doing most of the catching with Glenn 
Myatt to help out. Luke hasn’t been hitting much 
this Spring, but he went through last season at a .293 
gait, which is a fair indication that he will hit a few 
scattered blows through this campaign. 


The Firing Line. 


‘‘We haven't any Babe Ruth or Lou Gehrig,’ said 
one of the Cleveland entourage. ‘‘But we have the 
best pitching staff in the league if you’re interested in 
such minute details. Our real regulars are Uhle, 
Shaute and Hudlin. Then we fill in with Miller, 
Grant, Buckeye, Bayne, Levsen or Harder. These 
boys are good.”’ 

Barly season reports bear out that statement. The 
Indians are up near the top largely because of the fine 
pitching turned in by this staff. Grant and Bayne were 
tried out with the St. Louis Browns and turned back 
to the minors, but Roger Peckinpaugh seems to think 
that they will come through for the Indians. 


The Indians have a fair outfield with Jamieson, 
Langford and Summa as regulars and Gherken and 
Morgan to fill in, but Peckinpaugh can’t send out any 
three men to match the Yankee trio of Ruth, Combs 
and Meusel. However, the Indians have done better 
than ahy one expected, and as long as the pitching 
keeps up, they will continue to annoy the high-flying 
Yankees and other rival clubs.

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HOOVER IN INDIANA. 


There are obvious reasons why 
the Republican primary election in 
Indiana on Tuesday should have 
assumed a political importance which 
seems a little exaggerated or arti- 
ficial. Ordinarily, the vote of that 
one State would not signify much, 
beyond the fact that it involved 
control of thirty-three delegates at 
Kansas City. But this year Indiana 
had become, as it were, the “last 
bastion” of those Republican mana- 
gers who are moving heaven and 
earth to do something to “ stop” the 
candidacy of Secretary HOOVER. 
Their animus against him was 
plainly revealed in the minute and 
sometimes offensive cross-question- 
ing to. which he was subjected yes- 
terday by the Senate committee. It 
was more than a case of Mr. 
HOoover’s being outside the charmed 
circle of “ Senatorial courtesy.” Sen- 
ators treat their fellows who are 
Presidential candidates with deli- 
cate consideration. A general denial 
by a Senator is sufficient. But if 
the candidate examined is a mere 
Secretary of Commerce, severe jus- 
tice requires that he be interro- 
gated and grilled on every point 
which Washington gossip can sug- 
gest. This manifestation of hostility 
and almost of a persecuting spirit 
came at the very time when the 
Republican schemers against Mr. 
HOOVER were hanging over the re- 
turns from Indiana in the hope that 
they could extract from them cheer 
for their almost despairing follow- 
ers. If Secretary HOOVER had been 
soundly beaten in Indiana, they 
would have encouraged themselves 
in the belief that they could beat 
him at Kansas City next month. 
He has been beaten, and Senator 
WATSON has the Indiana delegates. 
But in the act Mr. HOOVER has made 
an astonishing display of political 
strength. 

Coldly viewed, the odds were all 
along against Mr. HOOVER’S carrying 
Indiana. He had to face a strong 
Republican organization, which was 
docile under the hand of Senator 
WATSON, and nowhere showed a sign 
of an open break or revolt or mu- 
tiny. This fact differentiated the 
_ Indiana contest from that in Ohio. 
There, the Republican organization 
was divided, influential elements in 
it going publicly over to the support 
of Secretary Hoover. ‘But in Indi- 
ana the upheavat had to come, if at 
all, from volunteer effort by the un- 
organized and ordinarily inarticulate 
Republican voters. They, in fact, 
rallied to him in surprising numbers 
and in a way to prove that there is 
throughout the country. a. ground 
swell of sentiment for him in the 
Republican Party. 

It may be said that: his venture- 
some invasion of Indiana was aided 
by two factors in the political situa- 
tion of that State. One was the ac- 
knowledged existence of Republican 
corruption in Indiana. The revul- 
sion of honest citizens against it 
would ‘Baturally help Mr. HOOVER. 
The.other. fact.is. that Senator.WatT- 
SON’s ostensible candidacy for the 
Presidency could not be: taken seri- 
ously even by, the people of his own 
State. It is’ true that the Senator | 
himself was very: solemn about it. 
He protested up and down the State 
that he was not a “stalking horse” 
for any other candidate. He stood 
nobly for himself. Apparently, no- 
body believed it to be possible that 

| the Republicans could ever nominate 
“orm”: WATSON for President, yet he

is undeniably a good campaigner on 
his native heath. He may not be a 
stalking horse, but he knows how to 
stalk proudly before his fellow-citi- 
zens of Indiana. However, the most 
credulous of them could not have 
imagined that his success in the 
primary could mean anything more 
for him than a riveting of. his hold 
on the party machine, in addition to 
spreading a few tacks in front of the 


Hoover automobile. 
Some days must pass before the 


full. political effect of the Indiana 
primary can be accurately appraised. 
At present both sides are getting 
cumfort out of the vote. It may 
mark a recession in the Hoover tide. 
On the other hand, the movement to 
nominate him may continue to show 
such strength that the result in In- 
diana will soon come to be thought 
To indulge in any 
prophecy on the basis of the facts 
as known would be a “ gratuitous 
blunder,” as Lord SALISBURY called 
all political predictions. But incom- 
plete as they are, the facts now es- 
tablished are sufficient to show that 
Secretary HOOVER has a strong popu- 
lar appeal which party managers 
cannot afford to leave out of their 
reckoning. 


THE SINO-JAPANESE “ WAR.” 


It would be premature to consider 
the relations between Japan and the 
Chinese Nationalists more warlike 
than those which existed a year 
ago between American and British 
forces in China, on the one hand, 
and the Nationalists on the’ other. 
Desultory fighting occurred at the 
time, with casualties on both sides. 
was held 
to exist. There was no serious talk’ 
about foreign intervention except 
from hysterical persons zealous in 
their support of the Nationalists. 

Today the alignment-is somewhat 

the same. There are those who 
earnestly hope that Japan will 
“clean up” China. In fact, it is 
not unlikely that such an undertak- 
ing would have a certain support 
in France and England. This is one 
of the many embarrassing factors in 
the present situation, as it threatens 
to bring out again sharply ‘the 
divergence of ‘opinion between Amer- 
icans, who have always opposed 
intervention in Chinese affairs, 
whether by Japan or the Powers 
singly or jointly, and the reaction- 
ary elements in Europe, which have 
long been impatient of the Chinese 
inability to maintain order. 
It is difficult to believe that Japan 
‘would gain more by fighting China 
than by settling the present dis- 
agreement amicably. A war would 
be costly, and if it resulted in re- 
newed control of Shantung Province 
and other portions of China would 
burden the Japanese Government 
with the expenses of administration 
and hold but small prospect of 
compensating increases in revenue 
either from taxation or from busi- 
ness. Furthermore, it is almost cer- 
tain that if anything can put an end 
to civil war in China, it is just 
such intervention as is now being 
discussed in anti-Japanese circles. 
Nothing could better revive the feel- 
ing of anti-foreignism which did so 
much to unite Chinese factions last 
year. 

Japan is obviously determined to 
maintain communications between 
Tsingtau and Tsinan. As she holds 
a mortgage on the plant and prop- 
erties of the Shantung Railway con- 
necting these two points, she is in- 
terested in seeing that no further 
damage occurs. Since her nationals 
have extensive business interests in 
Tsinan and elsewhere in Shantung 
Province, she is anxious to see them 
unmolested. That these reasons of 
self-interest, rather than hostility 
toward the Nationalists, were re- 
sponsible for her participation in the 
fighting must be clear to all who 
do not suspect her of scheming to 
divide China into two parts, over 
the northern half of which Japan 
would maintain virtual suzerainty. 
Why add to the confusion by mak- 
ing this charge against Japan at a 
time when such a policy would be 
clearly antagonistic to her own best 
interests ? 











CONGRESS PLEASE NOTICE. 


In his annual report as President 
of the Association of the Bar ef 
the City of New York, Mr. HUGHES 
brings out forcibly and with a cer- 
tain irony the difficulties and the 
oppositions that check attempts to 
reform the administration of justice. 
There is wide, almost general, com- 
plaint of the unsatisfactory, in too 
many notorious cases the derisory, 
working of the jury system. While 
many reformers were striving to 
give to the Judges of State Courts 
power to help the juries by their 
trained intelligence, snd were admir- 
ing the larger scope allowed to Fed- 
eral Judges, the Senate of the United 
States, in its wisdom, passed almost 
without discussion a bill forbidding 
those Federal Judges to utter an 
opinion on the trustworthiness of 
witnesses or the weight of testimony. 

Thus, says Mr. HUGHES cruelly, 
“on the one side we see a strong 
“ effort to escape the jury, and on 
“the other side an equal determina- 

*‘tion to escape the Judge.” So sar- 
| donically. does he include the. clip- 
pers and strippers.of Federal ju- 
dicial ‘power at® Washington among 
the refofmers and “ persons’ of high 
“intelligence and conspicuous influ- 
“ence.” And, as we know, the clip- 
pers and strippers are not .con- 
tent with only one exertion ‘of their 
ignorance.

€ committee of the Association 
and lawyers throughout the country 
have had the hardihood to resist this 
proposal of the best judicial’ minds 
of the Senate Judiciary Committee; 
and this and some other manifesta- 
tions of the curious Congressional 
war against the Federal Courts are 
not likely to prevail. Indeed, the 
force of public opinion seems to have 
made the gifted amateurs sing small. 
None the less, when the ineffi- 
ciencies and the abuses of American 
justice so long have been and remain 
undeniable and shameful, it is de- 
pressing to find in the Senate no 
disposition to remedy, but a strong 
intention to make them worse. 


VOICES YET TO COME. 


All but one of the more populous 
States having Presidential primaries 
have now expressed their choice. 
Five remain, and among them New 
Jersey—on May 15—the largest as 
to numbers, is already foreclosed for 
SMITH and HOOVER. Oregon makes 
its selection May 18; the Republi- 
cans of South Dakota are expected 
to declare for Lowden on May 22; 
West Virginia on May 29 is largely 
interesting because of the Hoover- 
Goff contest; and Florida ends the 
procession on June 5. The total Re- 
publican delegates affected in these 
primaries is 86; Democratic dele- 
gates to be chosen number 76. If 
HOOVER should win all of these pri- 
maries, and be conceded to have al- 
ready the 436 delegates which his 
managers claim, he would be but 
20%4 votes short of the needed ma- 
jority at Kansas City. But of the 
436 claimed 94 are disputed by the 
managers of other candidates, 

In the Democratic lists (South 
Dakota having already expressed its 
preference for the Governor of New 
York) chief interest will centre in 
the primaries in Oregon and Florida. 
Will California’s decision affect its 
neighbor to the North? Will Flor- 
ida, like Alabama, be among the few 
voices in the nation to reveal a wish 
that some candidate other than 
SMITH be nominated? These are 
the questions which interest political 


observers, but the answer to them is 


not likely to have any effect on the 
result at Houston. 

There are yet to be held, however, 
several State conventions. In Com- 
monwealths where Presidential pri- 
maries have preceded, or will follow, 
they will be expressive only of a 
sentiment that will not control the 
first ballots at the national conven- 
tions. But politicians who have 
found it expedient to overlook no 
movement, however slight, will 
watch them all before they reach 
irrevocable conclusions. Republican 
State conventions must yet be as- 
sembled in Florida, Wyoming, Mon- 
tana, Alabama, Vermont, Texas, 
Maryland and Indiana. The Demo- 
crats will meet in Tennessee, Ne- 
vada, Wyoming, Montana, South 
Carolina, Colorado, New Mexico, 
Maryland, Vermont, Indiana, Ken- 
tucky, North Carolina, Virginia and 
Mississippi. The Republican politi- 
cal scene, except for the Florida pri- 
mary, will be cleared by the end of 
May, but the Virginia Democrats 
meet in convention as late as June 
21. Since they have been represented 
as looking vainly about for some 
leader to dispute with Governor 
SMITH, the date of their assembly 
will prolong Democratic interest un- 
til after the Republicans have, in all 
probability, made their nomination 
at Kansas City. 


A DIVINITY FACULTY. 


Columbia University, in bringing 
the Union Theological Seminary into 
organic relation with itself, has in 
effect added to its graduate schools, 
that Faculty (Sacra Facultas) 
which was first among the Facul- 
ties of the medieval universities, 
but which has usually not found a 
place in the organization of the uni- 
versity in America. Toronto Uni- 
versity in Canada, though a State 
university, is associated with two 
or three theological schools, and a 
very few of our privately endowed 
universities include theological train- 
ing among their graduate disci- 
plines. The rounding out of the circle 
of human interests by Columbia not 
only gives it opportunity for a still 
higher and wider service, but lifts 
Union Theological Seminary into a 
recognition which its notable work 
deseyves. 

When President JOHNSON of 
King’s College, prior to the Revolu- 
tion, was proposing articles of in- 
corporation for the college which 
has grown into this mighty univer- 
sity, he pleaded for a “ non-party 
college” (though he would “for 
“ political reasons exclude Papists 
“from the common and equal bene- 
“fits of society”), and urged that 
“ Divinity be no part of the public 
exercises of the college,” that is, 
“be not taught as a science’’s that 
the corporation be inhibited from 
electing a Divinity professor, and 
that degrees be conferred in the 
arts, physic and civil law. But it 
was not more than a generation 
later that the establishment of a full 
Faculty of Divinity was proposed to 
the post-Revolutionary college trus- 
tees by ALEXANDER ‘HAMILTON—a 
Faculty composed of representatives 
of different religious organizations 
in this State. Union Seminary meets 
the definition in full detail, for it has 





in its Faculty professors of many 





religious denominations, and among 
them some of the most able and dis- 
tinguished scholars and teachers in 
their respective subjects in the 
world, 

This is a significant step in the 
history of higher education in that 
it again elevates theological training 
to a deserved place among the high- 
est disciplines in the eyes of the 
scholars of the country and of the 
world. 


SUCCESS WITH DULL CHILDREN. 


The adage that nothing succeeds 
like success has been adapted to 
the cure of. subnormal and badly 
adjusted children in the Training 
School at Vineland, N. J. It is 
doubtless true that every one, even 
a genius, feels a warm glow of satis- 
faction when he knows that he has 
carried through an enterprise. The 
fact that pleasure in an accomplish- 
ment acts as a stimulant to further 
effort is at the bottom of the old 
saying, and is also the basis of much 
wise teaching of timid children. 

Ia the last two bulletins of the 
Tra‘ning School is an account of 
work done with a group of defective 
children at a school in Newark. 
There are about a dozen boys and 
girls called the Binet Class who were 
dull, and consequently either indif- 
ferent or naughty. Every interest 
which ordinarily held the attention 
bored these children. They were 
not so stupid that they did not see 
the effort made to interest them, but 
they perversely ignored the tasks 
which most children would find en- 
joyable. Easy work was not worth 
doing, and they knew from sad ex- 
perience that they would fail at dif- 
ficult jobs. 

A complete change in the attitude 
and mental growth of this group has 
been brought about by a teacher 
who hit upon a means of providing 
them with work which seemed of 
great importance to them and which 
they were able to accomplish. They 
prepare lunch for a class of seven- 
teen hungry, lively boys. Aprons, 
caps and towels must be washed and 
ironed every day and groceries must 
be bought and put away. neatly. 
Plans are made every afternoon for 
the following day’s menu. Every 
child has a definite task. Two little 
girls bring up from the lower hall 
the half-pint milk bottles. Three 
very small children wash and dry 
them and set one at each child’s 
place. One tiny black-eyed girl, who 
is the only one in the whole class 
that one of the more neurotic boys 
will play with, runs to him to have 
her apron tied. He cuts up her food 
for her and tries to help with all her 
duties. The other children, strange 
to say, pay no attention. They are 
so busy washing vegetables or stir- 
ring soap flakes into the dishwater 
that they have no time for their 
neighbors’ peculiarities. When the 
gong sounds and the boys march in, 
the little cooks have their triumph. 
Their job is. of great moment, and 
they are rewarded by seeing the rel- 
ish with which their guests eat. 


THE BALTIMORE RATE CASE. 


New York City shipping interests 
appear to have been somewhat 
overconfident about the attitude of 
the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion toward the plea of Balti- 
more for an increased freight dif- 
ferential against the Port of New 
York. One of their spokesmen, re- 
turning from hearings held by the 
commission in Washington, re- 
marked that the evidence offered 
was so “meager” that it would be 
hardly worth while for them to make 
a special presentation of their case 
against it. The Port Authority, 
which argued it at length, expressed 
confidence that the counter-evidence 
it adduced would “ explode ” the con- 
tentions of Baltimore. Nevertheless, 
the examiner for the Interstate 
Commerce Commission recommends 
an increase in the differential from 
3 to 6 cents. If the commission sus- 
tains him, New York will lose its 
long fight against what it regards 
as a discriminatory proposal. 

It is difficult to read the Port Au- 
thority’s brief without being im- 
pressed by the strength of New 
York’s argument. The Baltimore 
Chamber of Commerce made much 
of the high lighterage costs in New 
York and of Baltimore’s facilities for 
handling freight directly from rail- 
road to steamship. The Port Author- 
ity was able to show that a large 
part of Baltimore’s freight had to 
be handled in precisely the same 
way as here. Nor may Baltimore 
claim that her trade is suffering 
under existing rates. Her exports 
have increased sixfold since 1910; 
her imports have nearly doubled 
since 1922. As for terminal costs in 
handling grain, about which the 
Baltimoreans had much to say, it 
appears that they are actually lower 
here than in that port. The trunk 
line railroads, including those serv- 
ing Baltimore, oppose any change in 
the differential. 

The proposed increase in the dif- 
ferential would bear down on a num- 
ber of local industries, especially 
those in competition with the Pitts- 
burgh district served by the Port of 
Baltimore. One car truck manufac- 
turer testified at the hearings that 
it would wipe out his export trade 
altogether. A decision in favor of 
Baltimore would involve funda- 
mental rate-making principles, and 
would undoubtedly serve as an en- 
tering wedge for similar favors to 
other competing ports. Southern 
ports have long sought such advan- 
tages. Naturally, the Port Author- 
ity will seek to resist these attempts 
x 





to the uttermost. It will have an- 
other chance to argue the case be- 
fore the commission finally makes 
its decision. 


RUMANIAN MINORITIES. 


Last December the American Com- 
mittee on the Rights of Religious 
Minorities published the preliminary 
report of its investigating commis- 
sion in Rumania. The detailed evi- 
dence upon which the findings were 
based is now available in a volume, 
“ Rumania Ten Years After.” Nearly 
ten years after the Armistice the 
Rumanian Government enjoys the 
unhappy eminence of being least 
affected by the general swing away 
from war psychology. At Bucharest 
is most conspicuously manifested 
that exaggerated form of “ national- 
ism ” which has done so much to try 
the world’s sympathies for the re- 
deemed nations of Central Europe. 

Rumania has been the scene of 
discrimination against racial, relig- 
ious and even geographical minori- 
ties. It should be noted that the 
great peasant protest now organiz- 
ing against the Bratianu régime has 
its stronghold in the newly annexed 
provinces and among people of Ru- 
manian blood who feel themselves 
unjustly treated in their restored 
Fatherland. Nowhere else in middle 
Europe in recent years has Jew-bait- 
ing assumed such ugly forms—too 
often, it is to be feared, with the 
sympathetic assent of the ruling 
powers. It is idle to suppose that in 
a@ country so strongly controlled by 
the men in office anti-Semitism 
could have developed a temper so 
emphatically medievalist without en- 
couragement from above. 

Present events make it plain that 
Rumania’s “ minorities” come very 
close to constituting half of the 
population. In Transylvania, Buko- 
wina and other provinces taken over 
from the defunct Hapsburg mon- 
archy the bulk of the population is 
predominantly anti-Bratianu. This 
was shown by the popular vote in 
the general election of last July. 
That the Bratianu party neverthe- 
less managed to secure a majority of 
the Parliamentary seats in these 
regions is explained by its highly 
perfected electoral methods. In the 
great mass meeting at Alba Julia on 
Sunday the present régime was de- 
nounced for treating the annexed 
provinces as “ colonial possessions.” 
Mention was made of the League of 
Nations as “the exponent of the 
people’s freedom.” The allusion was 
to the rights of minorities inscribed 
in the peace treaties and placed 
under the protection of the League. 
Other nations in Central Europe 
have outgrown a war neurosis evi- 
dencing itself in ill-treatment of 
their minorities. In Rumania the 
American Committee finds that the 
policy of Rumanization continues to 
ride rough shod over individual 
rights. The laws on the statute 


books are nullified in practice.

In fact, 
after every encounter with Yale, 
voices have been raised by Harvard 
men about the enervating effect of 
study on members of the team.

Pa- 

trolman DoNnoHuEz, evidently having 

sensitive ears, arrested him for vio- 

lating the Sanitary Code and endan- 
gering the public health. 

CopocaNn said he was trying to at- 
tract- the attention of somebody in 
the store. ‘‘It’s too bad people are 
too lazy to get out of their cars,’’ the 
Magistrate remarked, paroling him 
for a further hearing. 

Many will approve the action of the 
policeman and agree with the dictum 
of the Court. Automobile horns were 
intended as a warning of danger, not 
as a summons to a rendezvous, or 
even as a form of self-expression for 
taxicab drivers caught in an after- 
theatre cross-town traffic jam. 

The Sanitary Code is quite explicit 
on the subject. No driver shall use 
a horn for signaling 
except in a reasonable manner as a danger 
warning, nor shall any such person produce 
*** by means of such horn a sound 
which shall be unnecessarily loud or harsh 


or which shall continue for an unnecessary 
and unreasonable period of time. 


There used to be 
certain stereotyped 
disguises for mis- 
creants so _ well 
known that they 
could be scented a mile off. The lad 
who ran away to sea stained his face 
and hands with walnuts. The actual 
criminal took sterner measures and 
bought or grew mustache and flow- 
ing whiskers. The detective had only 
to seek out the swarthy and hirsute. 

Today a disguise is a far more 
complicated matter. A Chicago ban- 
dit, fearing recognition, not by the 
police but by the gangsters whom he 
had double-crossed, went in for sci- 
entific means to change his appear- 
ance, Plastic surgeons provided him 
with a new profile. Hairdressers 
changed his hair from black to au- 
burn, and he grew a heavy mustache 
(tribute to tradition) and had it dyed 
to match. Tailors and haberdashers 
turned him out in handsome style 
and a new roadster completed his 
disguise. 

In spite of all this, his former 
mates found him out and killed him. 
The police were able to identify him 
only by means of thumb-prints. 

His difficulty apparently was that 
his past was not so easily got rid of 
as his appearance. If he could have 
acquired new character, habits and 
history, he might have succeeded in 
escaping gang vengeance. As it is, 
his beauty-parlor methods may at 
least furnish fresh grist to the writ- 
ers who grind out the season’s quota 
of detective stories. 


Modern 
Methods 
of Disguise, 


Teaching Lindbergh Navigation. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

In Tuw Times of May 4 appears an edito- 
rial under the heading ‘“‘Teaching the Eagle 
to Fly”® which I believe creates somewhat of 
a misapprehension in the lay mind due to a 
confusion as to the meaning of certain tech- 
nical terms. 

I, of course, have no information as to 
what impelled the Navy Department to detail 
Lieut. Commander Weems to “‘teach naviga- 
tion’? to Colonel Charles A. Lindbergh, as 
the only information on the subject comes 
from the editorial quoted. 

To the lay mind, the word navigation means 
the art of finding one’s way around the face 
of the earth, and certainly Colonel Lindbergh 
has shown an unerring ability to navigate in 
this sense of the word. However, to the mar- 
iner, navigation 1s divided into several 
branches. For instance, we have navigation 
by ‘‘dead reckoning,” which includes the use 
of charts and employs such aids as buoys, 
lighthouses, the shape of the land as dis- 
closed on the charts, and requires a reason- 
able knowledge of the ordinary principles of 
geometry and plain trigonometry. There is 
ancvther branch of navigation, however, which 
involves what fs usually called nautical as- 
tronomy, and this part of navigation requires 
a certain knowledge of astronomy and the use 
of spherical trigonometry and logarithmic 
functions of numbers and angles and a rea- 
sonable knowledge -of descriptive geometry 
and projections of spherical angles on planes. 

As I said above, I have no knowledge of 
Colonel Lindbergh’s mastery of the complete 
science of navigation, and as a mariner I 
have a profound respect for his ability as a 
navigator in the ordinary sense of the word. 
ut I infer from the information contained 
in your editorial and the fact that Lieut. 
Commander Weems is known as a master of 
nautical astronomy, that he is being detailed 
to instruct Colonel Lindbergh in that. specific 
branch of the science of navigation.

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CONFUSING THE PUBLIC. 


Mr. Kellogg’s Terminology on Peace 
Policy Is Called Bewildering. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 
Secretary Kellogg’s speech, which 
THe Tres printed so fully, with 
editorial comment, takes serious 
study to understand. . During: the 
course of this very involved and re- 
markable speech on the compatibil- 
ity of the French and American 
viewpoints on the proposed outlawry 
pact, Mr. Kellogg, in my opinion, 
made two errors. 


Although he is demanding the. un-| 


qualified outlawry of war, Secretary 
Kellogg commenced his discussion 
by admitting the right of every na- 
tion to decide when “recourse to 
war in self-defense’? was required. 
I should like to emphasize the fact 
that war and self-defense are two 
utterly different things. War is a 
method or means of settling interna- 
tional disputes, an .institution sad- 
dled on society, of which Mr. Kel- 
logg has initiated the riddance by 
legal methods. To call the indis- 
putable right of nations and: indi- 
viduals of legitimate defense ‘‘war 
in self-defense’ is ambiguous with 
his plan. I should consider this 
equivalent in civil usage to speaking 
of the right of murder in self-de- 
fense when murder is under ban, as 
Mr. Kellogg urges us to put war. 
The terminology is bewildering to a 
public which I know is having a 
hard time grasping this new policy 
of the State Department. 

There is one more technical error. 
I should like to discuss. That if one 
Signatory State ‘“‘should break the 
outlawry agreement, other signa- 
tories would be released automatical- 
ly from their obligations with re- 
spect to the offending State.” 

I agree with Secretary Kellogg in 
the plausibility of this reservation, 
yet I regard the wording as one of 
the chief reasons why the public has 
not understood it more fully. ‘Let us 
for a brief moment consider the out- 
lawry régime in effect. To be pessi- 
mistic, let us also consider a signa- 
tory State has violated the agree- 
ment. Why should war again be- 
come legal? Why should the rest be 
“released automatically from their 
obligations’? That force should be 
authorized and employed against a 
peacebreaker seems highly reason- 
able, but surely not the institution 
war. Force is not war. 

In your recent editorial I see with 
great satisfaction the sentence ‘‘the 
right to take up arms against a 
breaker of the peace.’’ In this light 
only do the Locarno commitments 
strengthen the outlawry system. 
This distinction seems a very vital 
one, and I should strongly urge an 
editorial clarifying this idea.

LONDON, May 9.—For the second 
night in succession a glittering pro- 
cession of women in magnificent 
court gowns moved through the 
Throne Room of Buckingham Palace 
tonight. Outside the gates the dé- 
butantes again had to wait in their 
limousines with crowds of drab wo- 
men craning their necks and staring 
at them through the windows. The

In all the array of gorgeous court 
gowns, Queen Mary’s again domi- 
nated, as it had the previous night. 
She wore a handwoven Indian tissue 
brocade gown embroidered in a 
soft pastel shade. Her train was 
jeweled cloth of gold of Indian work 
with the design lined with tissue to 
tone with the gown. 

A pearl and diamond coronet 
gleamed on her hair. The Order of 
the Garter shone from her bosom 
in place of the Kohinoor diamond 
which she had worn at the first 
court, 

More dazzling even than the 
Queen’s ornaments was a $15,000 dia- 
mond aigrette with a centre revulved 
by clockwork and flashing rays of 
gleaming light. It once was worn 
by Admiral Nelson, who received it 
as a gift from the Sultan of Turkey 
after the Battle of the Nile. It now 
belongs to Mrs. G. Eyre Matcham of 
Salisbury. A relative to whom she 
lent it wore it at the Palace tonight, 
much to the wonder and adriiration 
of the Queen and hundreds of wo- 
men who remarked its extraordinary 
brilliance. 

“It was all a very delightful expe- 
rience for an American, very delight- 
ful,’”” beamed Mrs. Alfred J. Bros- 
seau, President of the Daughters of 
the American Revolution, after she 
had curtesied low before King 
George and Queen Mary tonight. She 
was one of the six American women 
presented at the season’s second 
court. 

“I went in early,” said Mrs. Bros- 
seau, with a slight touch of triumph, 
“‘and I was in the Throne Room from 
the very beginning of the ceremony. 
It was the first time I had ever been 
inside the palace.

NORTH BAY, Ontario, May 9 
(By the Canadian Press).—Travel- 
ing at tremendous. velocity a ball 
of fire plunged out of the Heavens 
on Monday evening about 8 o’clock 
and buried itself somewhere in the 
sparsely settled district about 
twenty miles from Metheson.

It is estimated that the railroad 
will spend $12,500,000, while the city 
will spend $7,000,000 on the station 
and $5,500,000 in connection with the 
oat ped line and boulevard.

Gas Ends Life of Ill President of | 8°" 


New York Firm Who Sought 


Care for Nervousness.

ASBURY PARK, N. J., May 9.— 
Charles Robert Meehan, 66 years old, 
President of the firm of Arthur Stil- 
well & Co., 28 Cliff Street, New York 
City, importers and exporters of es- 
sential oils, was found dead in the 
kitchen of his Summer home at 312 
Twelfth Avenue, Belmar, N. J., this 
morning. Death was caused by gas 
asphyxiation, a burner on a stove 
being open and unhlighted. 

The body was discovered by T. H. 
Bennett, a funeral director, living 
near by, who was asked b 
Meehan’s firm to call him the 
telephone to talk over some business 
matters. He had no telephone in 
his home. 

During the night the wind had 
blown open two doors of the house. 
Mr. Meehan seldom locked the doors, 
it was learned, when he was at his 
Summer home. When found he had 
been dead about fifteen hours, phy- 
sicians said. The police said ton 
he was a suicide. 

Mr. Meehan left his office Satur 
day to spend some days at the sea- 
shore putting his Summer home, 
which he had owned for thirty years, 
in shape for occupancy and to seek 
recuperation from a nervous attack 

It was said at his office that he 
had been unwell for some weeks and 
appeared to be bardering on a ner- 
vous breakdown. They expressed the 
belief that his death was accidental, 
from gas poisoning, or that he had 
died suddenly from a stroke or a 
heart attack. 

He was born in New York City 
and joined the “tirm of which he was 
head as an office boy fifty years 
ago. He was a brother-in-law of the 
founder of the firm, which am start- 
2d in business at 103 William Street. 

Mr. Meehan had no children. His 
wife, Mrs. Florence B. Meehan, died 
some years ago. He is survived by 
a brother, Thomas Meehan, and three 
sisters, Mrs. K. M. Stilwell, Mrs. 
Harold Redding and Mrs. William 
Monroe, all of New York Cit af

THEODORE LAMPRECHT 
DEAD IN CANNES AT 69 


Was Head of Lutheran Laymen’s 
League of America—Received 
Red Cross Medal in 1925. 


Announcement was made here last 
night of the death on April 30 at 
Cannes, France, of Theodore H. 
Lamprecht of this city, President of 
the American Lutheran Publicity 
Bureau, 69 Fifth Avenue, who had 
for several years been President of 
the Lutheran Laymen’s League of 
America. He was 69 years old. His 
widow, Julia E. Lamprecht, survives. 

Mr, Lamprecht was a_ retired 
woolen merchant. Since giving up 
his business activities about two 
years ago he had spent a large part 
of his time traveling abroad. Within 
the last year he had visited many 
Lutheran churches ‘in Europe. 

When he was in Hamburg, Ger- 
many, in December, 1925, the Red 
Cross medal was awarded to him for 
his relief work in Germany per- 


formed as Chairman of the Ameri- 
can Lutheran Board for Relief in 
Europe. The only other American 
holder of this medal at that time 
was General Henry T. Allen. The 
Lutheran Laymen’s League is affili- 
ated with the Missouri Synod, the 


s.| largest Lutheran body in the United 


States. Under the Presidency of Mr. 
Lamprecht the league launched a 
nation-wide campaign in 1919 to 
raise at least $3,000,000 in Liberty 
bonds as a fund to support aged 
Lutheran ministers, professors and 
their dependents. 

Mr. Lamprecht was at the head of 
the Lutheran Film Division and a 
director of the Concord Finance Cor- 
poration. 


EX-PARTNER OF FORD DIES. 


David Gray Worked at Same Bench 
With Auto Man. 


SANTA BARBARA, Cal., May 9 
(®).—David Gray, once the partner of 
Henry Ford, and identified with the 
Detroit manufacturer in the  roduc- 
tion of the first Ford automobile, 
died here today of pneumonia, after 
a short illness. Mr. Gray, who was 
nearly sixty years old, had lived here 
for several years. 

Mr. Gray was not only a partner 
of Ford in his early days, but worked 
shoulder to shoulder with him at the 
work benches of the little shop in 
Detroit. From this association came 
great wealth, which the Tax Reduc- 
tion bill of last week, it is estimated, 
would increase by two to three mil- 
lion dollars.

Prominent Clubman, 76, Hurt a 
Year Ago When Dog Caused 
Him to Lose Control of Car. 


BUILT SEVERAL RAILROADS 


Was an Engineer Early in Career— 
Devotee of Yachting and 
Big Game Hunting.

POUGHKEEPSIE, N. Y., May 9.— 
Colonel Archibald Rogers died at 
10:10 tonight at his home, Cromwold 
Hall, Hyde Park, where he has been 
critically ill for several days. 

A year ago Colonel Rogers was 
seriously injured in an automobile 
accident, on his estate. While trying 
to prevent his favorite dog from 
jumping from his automobile, he lost 
control of his car and it crashed into 
a@ large tree. Eight ribs were frac- 
tured and since then he had not fully 
recovered. 

He was prominent in sports and was 
known as an engineer and scholar. 
He was born. Feb. 22, 1852, the son 
of the late Edmund Pendleton Rog- 
ers and Virginia Dummer Rogers. 
In 1873 he was graduated from the 
Yale Scientific School and after 
working several years in the Rogers 
Locomotive Works he traveled ex- 
tensively. Before retiring from the 
practice of his profession he built 
several railroads in this country.

Resolution. Asking Congress to

KANSAS CITY, May 9 (4).—Pro- 
posed. union of the Methodist Epis- 
copal ‘Church with .the Presbyterian 
churches and the Congregationalist 
Church will: come before the Diua- 
drennia]l general conference of -the 
Methodist Episcopal Church tomor- 
row, after unanimous approval in 
committee today of unifaction  over- 
tures. 

The committee on the ‘state of the 
church recommended to the confer- 
ence that all Methodist Episcopal 
unification commissions be united 
into a single commission of twenty- 
seven memibers, whose duty will be 
to deal-with. all other bodies seek- 
ing union. 

This commission would be <com- 
posed of seven lishops, ten other 
ministers. and ten laymen, to be 
chosen. by the bo-rd of bishops and 
its personnel to be announced be- 
fore May 21. The general confer- 
ence would pa; «]] the commission’s 
expenses 

I’ wes regarded as certain tonight 
by leaders for church union that the 
committee’s endorsement | forecast 
approval by the general conference 
which several times has shown its 
inclination .to unite with the Meth- 
odist Episcopal Church, Scuth. 

The commission would have au- 
thority to represent the Methodist 
Episcopal Church in all matters in- 
voving union. The plan’was report- 
ed out by a sub-committee headed 
by Dr. J. A. James, dean of the 


graduate school of Northwestern 
University, and carried his hearty 
personal endorsement.

SEES WORLD RUINED 
IF LEFT TO WOMEN 


Dr. G. J. Smith Says This Woald 
Be So Because of Inability to 
Master Mathematics. 





“If the world was:left to women it 
would crumble in fifty years,’’ Dr. 
George J. Smith, Chairman of the 
Board of Examiners of the New 
York Board of Education, said last 
night, addressing the Culture Club 
at the Irving Plaza, Fifteenth Street 


America.”’ 

‘It would do so because it is im- 
possible for them to master higher 
mathematics,’? he continued. ‘‘Ma- 


thematics is absolutely necessary for 
culture and yet there is only a very 
small number-of men who know it 
thoroughly. 

“This is true also of all other 
sciences, There are very few per- 
sons who master more than a little 
of the enormous field of knowledge 
in even a single science.’’ 

He declared that knowledge alone 

does not make culture, saying it 
comes from the love of fine arts. 
He then dismissed the opportunities 
in the United States to make av- 
quaintance with these. '‘ 
_ “In this respect America cannot be 
judged from the conditions in New 
York,’’ he said. In most of the West- 
ern and Southern States there are 
no other cultured people than a few 
rich ones who have been able to 
visit the East or to travel to Europe. 
The ordinary American is not cul- 
tured. 

‘In the place where I grew up, a 
little city in Ohio with 3,000 inhabi- 
tants, there was thirty -or forty 
years ago, not a single beautiful 
work of art or architecture to be 
seen, never any opportunity to listen 
to a good orchestra or to see any 
piece of drama. Nobody dreamt of 
reading any. real literature. 

“T know that conditions there are 
still the same with the exception that 
the movie and radio have now ap- 
peared. It is the same all over the 
country. In the Mississippi Valley 
and in the South it is still worse.’’ 

The lecturer said the movement 
that has put sixty books on the for- 
bidden list in Boston orginiates in 
ignorance.

PUERTO CABEZAS, Nicaragua, 
May 9.—The band of Sandinistas un- 
der General Giron which looted and 
destroyed the American-owned La 
Luz mine and occupied others in the 
Pis Pis area last month slipped away 
to the west before the net that the 
marines have been weaving about 
the region could be completed. 

Captain Herbert Rose’s column 
reached La Luz mine today and 
found no trace of the rebels, except 
in the destruction they had wrought. 
Captain Rose was accompanied by 
Harry Amphlett, a British subject, 
the manager of the mine, who had 
been a special object of the San- 
dinistas’ hatred. 

They found that the principal mine 
building, housing the machinery, 
had been demolished by dynamite. 
The same explosion had shattered 
the office building across the trail. 
Mr. Amphlett’s house, on a nearby 
hill, had been burned to the ground. 

Captain Rose’s position at the mine 
puts him squarely on the trail of 
wherever the Sandinistas have gone 
from the Matagalpa region. . 

With the fact established that the 
rebels have fled from: the mining 
district, Captain Merritt Edson to- 
day turned to advance westward in 
hopes of catching them, though this 
is apparently an impossible task be- 
cause of the extraordinary speed at 
which the natives can travel. 

Captain H. D. Linscott’s column 
was approaching the Eden mine this 
afternoon, from where he will follow 
in support of Captain Edson’s. 

Captain Rose will push on to the 
north westward to operate in con- 
junction with Edson. 


Plane Crashes, Pilot Escapes. 


The amphibian plane piloted by 
Captain Ed. Howard, who arrived 
less than a week ago, crashed today 
three miles from La Luz mine while 
making an aerial reconnoissance in 
that region. 

Neither Captain Howard nor his 
mechanic, Corporal George Cole, was 
injured, but the body and wings of 
the plane were damaged so seriously 
that only. the mechanical equipment 
will be salvaged.

The letter to Colonel Greene con- 
tends that Mr. Acheson’s conduct up- 
holds the contention that the depart- 
ment is prejudiced in favor of the 
Raymond Company. 

‘We have given State Engineer 
Acheson every opportunity to be fair 
in this matter,’’ the letter states. 
‘‘We have refrained from coming to 
you until it was absolutely necessary. 
Colonel Acheson has stated that he 
is not even interested in discussing 
the matter with us. In the mean- 
while he is considering bids from 
the Raymond Concrete Pile Com- 
pany while we are still the con- 
tractors on the job.

DIVERS FIND ANOTHER BODY 


Sixteen of Crew of the Navesink 
Still Missing—Shipping Men

In order to clear 
up this point, the army has asked 
the masters of the Swinburne and of 
the liner Caronia and the tanker 
Standard Arrow, which were near 
the scene of the collision, to pro- 
duce any members of their crews 
who witnessed the accident. 

Of the witnesses examined yester- 
day, Quartermaster Knut Johnsen, 
who was at the wheel of the dredge, 
was the only one on duty when the 
collision. occurred. It was testified 
that the Navesink had worked 
downward in the channel three times 
before the accident, dredging up 
sand from the bottom of the chan- 
nel, and each time had returned to 
the. northerly end of the channel 
without accident, though passing 
close to: the Swinburne. On the 
fourth downward trip the dredge was 
caught in the ebb tide, which had 
been increasing in strength while the 


| dredge was working, it was testified, 


and she was swept against the 
freighter.

He-as- 
serted that the solution ought not to 
be left to army engineers, but that 
the best civilian engineers should 
also devote their attention to it. 

The bill authorizes the expenditure 
of $325,000,000 for the flood control 
project, but, according to President 
Coolidge and Major General Edgar 
Jadwin, Chief of Army Engineers, 
the actual minimum cost be at 
least $500,000,000. 

The bill places final authority in 
the hands of the President. Recom- 
mendations of the Flood Control 
Board for adjustment of differences 
between the Jadwin and Mississippi 
River Commission plans would 
submitted to the President for a de- 
cision. Actual construction work 
would be in charge of the present 
Mississippi River Commission, under 
the direction of the Secretary of War 
and the supervision of the Chief of 
Army Engineers. 

While the bill declares for the re- 
tention of the principle of local con- 
tribution toward flood control proj- 
ects, local interests must furnish 
only such additional rights of way as 
are needed for levees on the main 
channel of the Mississippi and must 
maintain the flood control works 
when completed. 

The Federal Government will bear 
the entire cost of the construction of 
levees and other flood control works 
and will furnish rights of way for 
levees along floodways and spillways. 

It is provided that army engineers 
shall submit to Congress flood control 
plan for tributaries and that studies 
shall be made of reforestation as ‘a 
means of flood control.

COURT HOLDS DRINKING 
CANNOT EXCLUDE ALIEN 


Sustains Writ of Habeas Corpus 
to Prevent Deportation of Man. 
14 Years in This Country. 


Federal Judge ‘Thomas D. Thacher, 
in sustaining yesterday a writ of 
habeas corpus obtained to prevent 
the deportation of Silviu Socol, a 
Rumanian, said that even if an alien 
was addicted to heavy drinking, he 
was not to be excluded as likely to 
become a public charge unless he 
was suffering from chronic alcohol- 
ism as provided in the statutes. 
Socol is:a carpenter, and is 38 years 
old. His home is in Indiana Har- 
bor, Ind., where he has lived four- 
teen years. 

Last May he went to Rumania, 
and on his return on Jan. 11 he was 
detained at Ellis Island. Then Socol, 
it was said, learned that during his 
absence his wife had divorced him, 
had obtained custody of their two 
children and had retained all of his 
property, which he had put in her 
name. It was alsosaidthatshe had 
been active in pressing charges 
against him. 

After hearings by Special Boards 
of Inquiry here and in Washington, 
the order of deportation w: af- 
firmed. Rumanian Vice Con Ser- 
ban Drutzu retained Leon Bieecker 
Besides. the charge 
iof drunkenness, it was alleged that 
1Socol had once attempted suicide, 
| that he had threatened his wife with 
a cleaver, and that he never worked. 
Part of Judge Thacher’s opinion 
reads: 

“There is no evidence that the 
alien is incapable of yoann we 
and the conclusion that he is likely 
to become a public charge when 
faced with the necessity of choosing 
between work and the poorhouse is 
based entirely upon speculation and 
conjecture. Nor is the fear that the 
alien will harm his divorced wife 
ground for his exclusion.’’ 

If the Government appeals from 
the decision Socol will be released 
under bond. Then, it was said, he 
would go to Indiana Harbor and be- 
gin proceedings to annul the divorce 
obtained by his wife.

Dr. Homer Gage Back to Raise 
Fund Needed to Finish American 

House at Cite Universitaire, 


The American House of the Cité 
Universitaire in Paris, construction 
of which is already under way, will 


be the means of perpetuating the 
friendship between France and the 
United States, in the opinion of Dr. 
Homer Gage, Chairman of the Amer- 
ican Committee for the Cité Univer- 
sitaire, who returned on the Paris 
yesterday. Dr. Gage made a special 
trip te France to be present at the 
laying of the cornerstone on April 30. 

‘Although we lacked $100,000 of 
the $400,000 needed for the project,” 
Dr..Gage said, ‘‘we felt we were so 
near our goal that the buildin 
should be started. So I signed al 
contracts before leaving France.”’ 

Dr. Gage said that the building 
would be commen’ within two years; 
probably in time for occupancy for 
the Fall term of 1930. He will start 
a campaign immediately to raise the 
remaining $100,000 here by the end 
of June. The greater part of the 
$300,000 already subscribed, he said, 
came from other cities.

When the pie was opened at the 
Liberty last evening the ‘‘Blackbirds 
of 1928’’ began to sing. Almost im- 
mediately. afterward they also’ be- 
gan to dance. So they frolicked 
away an evening of enjoyably good- 
natured negro amusement, in which 
their own pleasure brought quite as 
much pleasure to the audience as the 
material they presented. For in 
most of the colored revues the 
exuberance of the strutters and 
ebony nightingales counts for more 
than the originality of the entertain- 
ment. Supplied with one excellent 
tap-dancer, two soloists, two or three 
negro comedians in blackface and 
loud clothing and a prancing chorus, 
“Blackbirds of 1928’: makes an 
amusing spectacle of rolling, mis- 
chievous eyes and gleaming teeth— 
some of which are heavily iniaig 
with gold. 

In ‘the prologue they hurry Ursin 
the customary formalities of cotton 
fields, overalls and Dixie. With the 
exception of a ‘‘Porgy’’ number, in 
which they reproduce that macabre 
witchery of shadows from the under- 
taker’s scene, these negro entertain- 
ers prefer Harlem to the convention- 
al South. Playing poker in a Harlem 
‘‘gin-mill,’”? hurrying to the parson’s 
for a Harlem wedding or clogging at 
the corner of Seventh Avenue and 
135th Street keep these colored folks 
close to home. 

Even in what is supposedly an au- 
thentic negro entertainment the co- 
medians appear in blackface. Tim 
Moore, = wild talk and wild 
lunges supply most of the fun, puts 
on his make-up according to ‘form, 
and his enormous mouth opens 
ciously between streaks of light + to 
oe As a blustering uptown bully 

0 asm a good’ deal of fun into a 
bar esque boxing match. With three 
other players, none of them slaves to 
card etiquette, he feels his way cau- 
tiously through a Harlem poker 
game. When he sees a dancing 
skeleton in a graveyard, the look of 
horror, -gradually turning to terror, 
in his eyes makes for eloquent negro 
comedy. Such humor as ‘Black- 
birds of 1928’ affords comes chiefly 
from Tim Moore’s threatening per- 
sonality and robust physiognomy, 
and ton Moreland’s nervous 
card-concealing art in the poker 
game. 

Adelaide Hall introduces the cus- 
tomary high-calory diversions with a 
style that fairly steams whether she 
is singing ‘‘Diga, Diga, Do’’ in the 
open spaces of jungle-land or re- 
counting the varied accomplishments 
of her man. Aida Ward, the soloist 
of the troupe, sings the chaster songs 
pleasantly. Milton Crawley puffs his 
clarinet industriously from various 
acrobatic positions. Three bad men 
from Harlem dance rapidly before 
the drop curtain. 

But the most accomplished tap- 
dancing of the evening is exhibited 
by Bill Robinson on his pair of 
stairs. There is a touch of the old- 
time cake-walk in his manner. But 
he varies it. In one fairly long num- 
ber he touches his dancing with bits 
of pantomime and then, using the 
steps as protagonist, he turns it skill- 
fully into drama. . 

“Blackbirds of 1928” is not lavish-

performers. But it has the racial 
knack of finding the stuff of enter- 
tainment in simplicities.

FOUND ABNORMAL 


Victims of Glandular Disorders, 
Dr. Walter Timme Reports 
After Examinations. 


TELLS OF CRIMINAL TYPES 


Idea That They Are ‘Low-Browed’ 
Held a Fallacy—He Describes 
Dangerous ‘Rolls Royce’ Variety. 


Of twenty-five ‘‘lifers’’ in a New 
York State prison recently examined 
by Dr. Walter Timme of the Medical 
Board: of the Neurological cag tie 4 
twenty-four were found to be h ypo- 
plastic—or abnormal from a glandu- 
lar standpoint. This was announced 
yesterday by the Neurological Insti- 
tute, which made public the. results 
of seventeen years of research’ by 
Dr. Timme into the glandular type of 
criminal. Dr. Timme is in charge of 
the third part of the institute’s re- 
search into the maladjusted and 
criminal personality, to be under- 
taken when the $2,000,000 necessary 
for it is raised. 

According to the announcement of 
the Neurological : Institute, Dr. 
Timme has developed the ability to: 
recognize at sight certain physical 
types as pro-criminal, or naturally 
inclined toward criminality. Promi- 
nent among these types is one de- 
scribed by Dr. Timme as having a 
‘‘Rolls-Royce body with an inade- 
quate engine.” 

“A certain type of blond, curly 
haired sane with the peaches and 
cream complexion,’’ he said, ‘‘I have 
found to be distinctly dangerous. 
There is no greater fallacy than the 
idea that criminals are invariably 
low-browed, furtive individuals. On 
the contrary, I have examined per- 
sons who have later committed 
heinous crimes and they were often 
of the attractive, -open-manner typé 
with whom one feels one could trust 
his life.’’ 
In the ‘‘Rolls-Royce’” type, Dr. 
Timme said, the thymus gland—a 
childhood gland—is overactive, thus 
prolonging not o me § the physical 
traits of childho such as a 
peaches-and-cream complexion, but 
also causing under-development in 
behavior. 

“Because of the deficiency in the 
glandular structure,’’ he continued, 
“these individuals cannot cope on 
the same plane with their more for- 
tunate fellows, hence in order appar- 
ently :o maintain themselves in a 
world of trouble they must seek 
other than normal means to keep 
themselves going, and these (for 
them) norma] means bring them into 
the class which we denote by the 
name ‘pro-criminals.’ ’’ 

In addition to the twenty-five ‘‘lif- 
ers,’’ Dr. Timme recently examined 
seventeen persons in sequence. ‘‘Of 
these seventeen,’’ he said, ‘‘four were 
definitely h lastic. Two were in 
one family, the children of a million- 
aire araakasd. Another girl I ex- 
amined lies and steals, and my 
fourth patient is a boy who is study- 
ing for a profession, yet whose lack 
of control over himself is a positive 
menace to society. 

Dr. Timme poe the thyroid, the 
a and the thymus are chiefly 
nvolvec in th3 deficient glandular 
mechanisms of some humans. Of all 
these, the | greene alone, being at 
the base of the skull, has much to 
do with »rain activity. Gland dis- 
turbances, he said, produce types in 
which a high intellectual standard 
is vitiated by moronic behavior. 
People of this sort, he said, often 
become drug addicts. 

The research to be undertaken by 
the Neurological! Institute at the 
Medical Centre, said Dr. Timme, in- 
cludes investigation by competent 
groups of examiners of criminals in 
penal institutions and of pro-crim- 
inals still at large. Children in 
clinics, hospitals, dispensaries and 
among private patients will be ex- 
amined in clinical, chemical and 
radio ori gr fields to determine 
whether they are hypoplastic. A

$500,000 FOR EXPERIMENTS. 


Cerro de Pasco Copper Co. Seeking 
Treatment for Silver Ore. 


Expenditures of the Cerro de Pasco 
Copper Corporation in the last two 
years amounted to $500,000 as a re- 
sult of experimenting on the treat- 
ment of its low-grade silver ores, E.

dustrials Down, Railways Up 
—Call Money Holds at 6. 


* The stock market displayed several 


rather interesting symptoms yester- 
day; they indicated plainly enough 
the nature of the present specula- 
tion, though they gave no sure clue 
to its immediate prospects. During 
much of the day, even Wall Street 
recognized signs of something like: 
uneasiness. The action of several 
highly speculative stocks appeared 
to prove that when holders tried to 
realize they found the market, tem- 
porarily at least, crumbling under 
them. Declines of 5 to 10 points oc- 
curred as a result. Evidently, this 
suggested to the mind of the specu- 
lative leaders that it was not safe to 
allow the experiment to continue 
and, in some of the declining stocks, 
prices were suddenly bid up with 
great rapidity. One of the airplane 
shares, for instance,. having fallen 
back 6% points, was advanced 11% 
to the highest price yet reached by 
it—48 points above last week’s low- 
est, which was itself 35 points above 
its February price. 

Simultaneously, one or two unim- 
portant industrial stocks were driven 
up 13 points apiece, on the basis of 
buying orders about as large as were 
executed in them during the whole 
of last week. To supplement this 
supporting’ manoeuvre the railway 
shares, which as a group had hardly 
moved during the preceding week, 
were suddenly’ bid up 2 to 6 points. 
Thus the day’s stock market ended 
in great irregularity, though with 
the pointed weakness of the early 
hours arrested. 

No Wall Street observer of any ex- 
perience mistook the meaning of this 
series of operations. It was the ag- 
gressive stand of the professional 
operators for the rise and their im- 
mediate following, against a reac- 
tion of prices.which, however natural 
in .itself, had become increasingly 
awkward with the continuous uprush 
of prices and the rapid extension of 
the speculative account. The pres- 
ent market has passed the stage in 
which moralizing is worth while; but 
on other and older occasions of the 
sort, the arrival of a market like 
yesterday’s was apt to call forth the 
remark (usually whispered in safe 
ears) that the operators most deeply 
engaged on the Stock Exchange had 
reached a point where they had to 
engage themselves still more heavily 
to: keep the movement going. How- 
ever, we have often been assured 
that these are days of new economic 
precedent. 

It was impossible to say how far 
yesterday’s early selling was caused 
by the approach of Thursday, with 
the recurrent doubt as to what the 
Reserve Bank would do in the late 
afternoon and how the next day’s 
market would receive it. On the open 
money market, time money rates 
tightened slightly, and call money on 
the Stock Exchange held‘at 6 per 
cent, all day. It was remarked by 
some Wall Street men that this had 
not happened since January of 1926. 

In yesterday’s report of railway 
traffic during the last full week of 
April, the story is pretty much the 
same as it has been ever since the 
year began. The week’s loadings of 
freight for transportation were sub- 
stantially less than in 1927, 1926 or 
1923. The decrease from last year-- 
59,600 cars, or. nearly 6 per cent.—did 
not result from smaller coal ship- 
ments, for the loadings of other com- 
modities than coal were short of 1927 
by 54,200 cars, or 6% per cent. This 
testimony of railway freight traffic 
is certainly not less perplexing in the 
light of the steel-production state- 
ments. Supplementing Tuesday’s re- 
port of a high monthly record in the 
country’s April output, yesterday’s 
trade reviews concurred in testifying 
that “output so far in May has 
shown surprisingly little recession.” 
It is difficult to explain the disagree- 
ment between two such “trade ba- 
rometers”’’ as railway traffic and 
steel production, except on the 
theory that: activity in the different 
producing or consuming markets 
varies widely, and that those which 
happen to be the most fortunate are 
the largest consumers of steel.

Money Supplies Shrink. 


The 6 per cent. call money rate 
yesterday did not attract any large 
amounts of funds from out-of-town.

At the close of the 
market there was a_ considerable 
supply of funds available at the pre- 
vailing rate, but bankers said the 
withdrawals from New York and the 
arrivals.of money. from the interior 
of the: country showed almost an 
even balance.

The Wheat Crop Estimate. 


The Government’s May report on 
Winter wheat was much discussed 
after the market’s close. It showed 
quite as extensive abandonment of 
acreage as a result’ of the unfavor- 
able Winter as even the excited grain 
market had lately predicted. The 


11,986,000 acres, which stands ‘second 
in the past quarter century to the 
12,881,000 acres Winter-killed in the 


crop of 1917. The-area under culti- 
vation was thereby reduced about 
2,000,000 acres below the acreage 
harvested last year and about 1,000,- 
000 below the harvested acreage of 
1926, but it was larger than the 
harvested Winter wheat area of 1925 
or 1924.

000,000,000 of British Government 
bonds will stabilize world investment 
conditions and should be an impor- 
tant factor in the maintenance of 
peace, E. H. H. Simmons, President 
of the Exchange, said yesterday in 
an address before the New York 
Board of Trade and Transportation. 


As superior methods of communica- 
tion and rtation are being 

rfected, he d, there will be an 
ncereasing tendency in the future for 
the leading nations to invest in each 
others securities. 

“An international exchange of se- 
curity investment is likely to prove 
a highly significant factor in the 
economic history of the future,’’ Mr. 
Simmons said. ‘For one thing, it 
should stabilize investment condi- 
tions all over the world, a develop- 
ment of particular importance to a 
creditor nation like America. In ad- 
dition, such a universal exchange of 
securities between nations should 
provide a potent influence for peace 
and for creased mutual under- 
standing and cooperation every- 
where.”’ 


New York as World Market. 


Admitting his recognition of the 
danger of attempting prophecies, Mr. 


Simmons discussed a few of the 
fundamental principles upon which, 
in his opinion, the development of 
New York as.an international invest- 
ment market must depend. 

“Steady growth in the business of 
finance and investment should be 
anticipated,’’ he said. ‘‘Not only are 
the amounts of capital available for 
investment increasing practically all 
over the world each year, but new 
needs and outlets are constantly be- 
ing created almost everywhere for 
the investment of capital. 

“Economic developments as great 
as these are not of course due to the 
Stock Exchange, whose expansion is 
an effect rather than a cause of 
them. In order that the business may 
be adequately handled it is highly 
important that the New York Stock 
Exchange shculd continually develop 
suitable methods of operation. Mean- 
while, it is gratifying for us to re- 
alize that to a greater extent than 
ever before the facilities of the Ex- 
change are being employed by Amer- 
ican investors all over the United 
States, and that this market is being 
sought by securities originating in 
almost all parts of the world. 


Other Exchanges Growing.., 


“During the coming years it is like- 
ly that the relation between the New 


York Stock Exchange and the other 
similar institutions of this and for- 
eign countries will become closer and 
more intimate. There has been mani- 
fested a very striking growth in the 
twenty-odd American stock  ex- 
changes outside of New York, and 
by means of these helpful interior 
security markets the business of se- 
curity investment in this country is 
likely to ‘be ‘greatly stabilized and 
facilitated as time goes on. Some- 
what the same may be said for the 
older security exchanges of Europe, 
where improving conditions have 
already resulted in a greater stability 
in respect to security markets. 

“No artificial monopoly or other 
system of favoritism has built up the 
New York financial market. Its 

owth has been due partly to the 
avorable trend of economic develop- 
ment and partly to the vision and 
energy of Wall Street itself. In the 
pass leading position of the New 

ork financial market we should feel 
pride, rather than conceit or com- 
placency. As long as we can serve 
the public better than the markets 
of competing centres, so long will 
the present pre-eminence of New 
York as a financial centre endure. 


Service and Business. 


“Passing of financial leadership 
from one centre to another has been 
shown too many times in the world’s 


history to make predictions certain 
as to the continued financial pre- 
eminence of New York. We cannot 
afford ever to overlook the all-im- 
portant factor of service to the pub- 
lic. Based upon this eternal pre- 
requisite of all financial markets, 
and indeed of all species of business, 
New York can confidently face a 
future promising indeed in its pros- 
ects for continued growth, and ever 
mproving standards of commercial 
honor and integrity.’”’

Gilt-edged securities were quiet, the 
only movement of consequence being 
2 fall of 1s 4d in the British 4 per 
cent. funding loan. 

Once more unfavorable traffic re- 
turns caused a slight relapse in Brit- 
ish railway shares. Japanese and 
Chine bonds dropped a point or 
more, in most cases on Chinese news. 

Columbia Graphophone, Marconi 
and the Celanese group all -sagged 
appreciably, in marked contrast with 
their showing of yesterday and the 
day before. Victor Talking Machine, 
however, remained firm at $105. 
Everready—British—was among the 
smaller issues showing higher prices. 

In the mining market a feature 
was the strength of De Beers, its 
deferred shares rising 5-16ths to 15%. 
Rand mines dropped 1-32d to 3 23-32. 
Mexican Eagles rose is, 3d despite 
general weakness in the oil market. 

Increased pressure for short money 
was,experienced on Lombard Street, 
with widespread withdrawals for bal- 
ancing. Money was so tight at times 
that 5 per cent. was charged for 
fresh loans.

News that 
New York banks had raised their 
discount rates to 4% per cent. was 
regarded as another step toward a 
higher rediscount rate, had a 
strengthening effect on the discount 
market here.

27 STORE CHAINS SHOW 
GAIN OF 8% IN APRIL 


Business for Four Months 15.8 
Per Cent. Higher Than Year Ago 
—Rise Partly Due to New Stores. 








Total sales reported by twenty- 
seven chain store organizations for 
April and for the first four months 
of the year have increased 8 per 
cent. and 15.8 per cent. respectively 
over the same periods last year. The 
slower rate of increase in April was 
due largely to the fact that there 
was one Saturday less than in April 
1927, and also to an early Easter, 
which caused holiday sales to over- 
lap into March 

The increase in sales is accounted 
for partly by an increase in the num- 
ber of stores. Comparison of the 
number of stores operated shows 4.6 
per cent. more chain stores in March 
1928, than in March 1927, according 
to the Federal Reserve Agent at New 
York. Comparison by types shows 
variety chains to have made the 
greatest increase in number of stores 
with 16.2 per cent., while other in- 
creases were as follows: shoe chains, 
11.6 per cent.; ten-cent chains, 9.3 

er cent.; candy, 8.8 per cent.; drug, 

.6 per cent.; grocery, 2.4 per cent.; 
tobacco, 0.5 per cent. 

The twenty-seven chains which 
have reported April sales show an 
aggre ate of $100,668,427, against 
$93,195,159 last year, a gain of 
$7,473,268. For the first four months 
of the year total sales of the same 
stores were $368,994,813, as compared 
with $318,718,656 in the same period 
last year, a grin of $50,276,157.

Action at Special Meeting Marks 


Close Cooperation of Canadians

A further’ measure of cooperation 
between Canadian banking interests 
and Alfred Loewenstein, Belgian fi- 
nancier, who recently visited this 
country and is now in Canada, de- 
veloped yesterday when Sir Herbert 
Holt of the Royal Bank of Canada 
became Chairman of the board of 
the International Holding and In- 
vestment Company. The action was 
taken at a special meeting held in 
Canada and was announced in New 
York by the J. Henry Schroder 
Banking Corporation. 

Elected as directors of the corpo- 
ration with Sir Herbert were J. H. 
Gundy of Wood, Gundy & Co., Ca- 
nadian bankers, and Prentiss N. 
Gray, President of the Schroder 


corporation. Immediately after this 
election, Sir Herbert was named 
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Chairman and Mr. Loewenstein was 
re-elected president. 

The property, classed as an invest- 
ment , is the’ second in which 
the Canadians have become interest- 
ed during the t fortnight. Sir 
Herbert Holt last week became 
Chairman of Mr. Loewenstein’s Hy- 
dro-Electric Securities Corporation 
and took several prominent Cana- 
dian bankers and capitalists on the 
board. Their investment in the

WEATHER FAVORABLE 
FOR WINTER WHEAT 


The weekly weather report issued 
by the Government yesterday was as 
follows: 


‘“‘While the week as a whole in the 
cotton belt was rather too cool for best 
germination and growth, weather 
conditions generally showed improve- 
ment. Higher temperatures in east- 
ern and central portions of belt were 
helpful, but cool rains in more East- 
ern States were again detrimental. 
For the most part, planting and re- 
planting made good advance in the 
Carolinas and Georgia and planting 
was be 
ern portion of the belt. Germination 
and stands continued poor to only 
fairly good because of recent cold, 
wet soil. Fair to good advance in 
seeding and reseeding was reported 
from the Mississippi Valley States, 
but many complaints were registered 
of poor stands and slow to only fair 
growth of early seeded. 

“In Texas less rain in the north- 
east and additional moisture in parts 
of the south and west made some- 
what more favorable conditions, but 
growth is still slow because of cool 
nights and stands are generally poor 
to only fair; planting and replanting 
progressed well but the soil remained 
too dry for germination in parts of 
central and west with the season 
backward. In Oklahoma weather 
favored field operations but planting 
progressed slowly in the east be- 
cause soil remained too wet and cool 
and early seeded is reported as com- 
ing up to generally poor stands. In 
far Southwestern States weather con- 
ditions were generally favorable. 

‘*Weather was favorable in Eastern 
Winter wheat belt and some slight 
advance in the crop remaining was 
reported. With warmer weather there 
was also some improvement indicated 
in upper Mississippi Valley districts 
with progress and condition mostly 
fair in Northwestern Missouri, but 
poor mostly elsewhere in that State. 

‘In the Great Plains area and west- 
ward to Rocky Mountain foothills 
timely rains and moderate tempera- 
tures were of material benefit, with 
progress of wheat generally good 
and moisture sufficient for present 
needs in most districts. n far 
Northwestern States conditions con- 
tinued generally favorable. 

‘In Spring wheat belt, week was 
mostly ideal and seeding has been 
nearly completed, with favorable con- 
ditions for germination except in 
parts of South Dakota. Oats also 
made better progress with the im- 
proved weather. 

‘Corn planting made vigorous ad- 
vance in Middle Atlantic area, also 
in Central Valley States, with seed- 
ing in progress northward to Penn- 
sylvania and locally to South Dakota. 
In Iowa advance of seeding was very 
good under favorable conditions but 
warm rain was needed. Seeding made 
good headway in most of Great 
Plains, with much of the crop 
planted in the southern plains area.”’

TORONTO, Ontario. May 9.—The 
seventeenth annual report of the

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DECLARES DOVID HEAD 
‘BARRED SALE OF BREAD 


Bakery Man Declares He Lost 
Trade After Refusal to Buy 
Insarance Policy. 


Dealings with George M. Finesione, 
President of the Mogen Dovid Deli- 
catessen Corporation, against which 
Attorney General Ottinger is pro- 
ceeding under the State laws, were 
recounted by witnesses yesterday af- 
ternoon before Referee Maurice P. 
Hartman in the Attorney General’s 
office, 49 Chambers Street. 

Nathan Greenwald of Brooklyn, 
President of the Greenwald bakeries, 
testified he and his foreman, David 


Rubel, saw. Finestone at his store, 
876 East Tremont Avenue, the Bronx, 
on Jan. 1, and entered into a verbal 
agreement to furnish bread to the 
members of Finestone’s organization 
and pay the Mogen Dovid Corpora- 
tion certain percentages. Then, he 
said, Finestone, who had with him 
Leon Ruby, an insurance man with 
whom he is in partnership, said: 
“Mr. Greenwald, I’m _ a_iittle 
grafter. I don’t want any of your 
money, but I want to write some in- 
surance for you.’ 

Greenwald said he declined to take 
the insurance and that Finestone 
made three visits trying to get him 
to buy a policy. 

Rubel said members of the Mogen 
Dovid Association later refused to ac- 
cept bread they had ordered, declar- 
ing Finestone had ordered them to 
cease dealing with Greenwald. Fine- 
stone, questioned by Assistant Attor- 
ney General William B. Groat Jr., 
declared he had sold ‘about $30,000 to 
$35,000 of insurance’ to wholesalers 
who sell to delicatessen stores. He 
said he and Ruby split commissions. 
Joseph N. Schultz, representing 
Finestone and the association, issued 
a statement declaring Greenwald’s 
story fictitious and prompted by 
vengeful motives Mr. Groat said in- 
formation developed at the hearin 
will be turned over to the Distric 
Attorney.

Current prices for potash will 

vail through 1928 despite contra jet. 
ing reports that the Franco-German 
potash industry abroad is preparing 
to advance its prices to America, it 
was announced yesterday by N. V. 
Potash Export My., a Holland cor- 
poration, which represents the in- 
dustry in America and distributes 85 
per cent. of the potash in this 
country.

Exchange Heads to Vote on 
Admission of ‘‘Amber Crepes” 
and “Browns.” 


FIRE MAKERS USE THEM 


Henderson Backs Proposal, Saying 
Facilities Are Adequate to 
Handle Added Load. 


The Board of Governors of the 
New York Rubber Exchange will 
meet next Wednesday to consider a 
proposed amendment to the by-laws 
providing for trading in a second 
contract, covering two additional 
grades of rubber, ‘‘amber crepes’’ 
and “‘browns.”’ If the amendment is 
adopted, it is expected to increase 
the volume of trading on the Ex- 
change. 

The annual production of amber 
crepes and browns is estimated at 
150,000 tons and the tire manufac- 
turers are the largest users of these 
grades, as well as of standard 
grades. Amber grades are brought 
into Singapore wet and unfit for ex- 


rt. They are washed and cleansed 

y the mills and are then known as 
amber crepes. 

“The adoption of the proposed 
amendment would mean that the 
Rubber Exchange could trade in ap- 
proximately 95 per cent. of the 
grades of crude rubber used by 
American manufacturers,’’ President 
Frank R. Henderson explained. “Et 
would be a most important step in 
ee additional facilities on the 

change for hedging by consumers 
as well as producers and importers. 

“The Board of Governers had long 
felt that trading in these grades 
should. be established, but because = 
the additional load it would put u 
the facilities, decided to defer ac ica 
until the Exchange and the clearing 
house had deomastrated that the 
extra‘ business could be handled. The 
smoothness with which the Exchange 
machinery has been operating re- 
sulted recently in the appointment 
of a special committee, which has 
now recommended favorably on the 
pro sed change.

GAINS IN RUBBER CANCELED. 


Market Reacts at Opening and 
Closes Near Lowest Prices. 


Crude rubber futures on the Rub- 
ber Exchange yesterday dropped all 
of Tuesday’s gain, final figures show- 
ing declines of 30 to 50 points.

APRIL RETAIL SALES 
LESS THAN YEAR AGO 


Federal Reserve Report Ascribes 
8 Per Cent Decline to acua 
Easter. 


Rpecial to the New York Times. 
WASHINGTON, May 9.—Saies of 
retail firms in April, as indicated by 
preliminary reports to the Federal 
Reserve System, were smaller than 
in April, 1927. Sales of 505 depart- 
ments stores were 8 per cent. smaller 
than in April of last year and thcse 
of mail order houses and five and 
ten-cent stores were also smaller. 
The unfavorable comparison with 
last year, the Federal Reserve Board 
said today, reflects in considerable 
part the fact that the number of 
trading days in the month was 
smaller this year by one day and 
that the date of Easter was earlier. 
Department store sales were 
smaller than a year ago in all sec- 
tions of the country, the largest de- 
clines being in the Boston, Philadel- 
hia, Cleveland and Minneapolis dis- 
ricts, where they amounted to more 
than 10 per cent. In the San Fran- 
cisco district sales were only 2 per 
cent. less than in April of last year, 
the smallest decline for any district.

TWO PLANS DRAFTED 
TO CLOSE JUTE WAR 


London Ship Line Conferees 
Will Decide Division of Trade 
From Indian Seaport. 


SEEKS YEARLY ALLOTMENTS 


Roosevelt Firm, Backed by Shipping 
Board, Fights for Share of Annual 
Calcutta Sailings. 


Following a succession of rumors 
of impending peace in the war that 
has raged several months in the jute- 
carrying trade among operators of 
shipping lines out of Calcutta, it was 
learned yesterday that two plans of 
compromise have been drafted and 
will be submitted to a conference’ of 
ship men to be held within two weeks 
in London. 

These plans call for the annual al- 
lotment of a definite number of sail- 


ings to each line now engaged in the/| is 


carrying of jute to North Atlantic 
and Gulf ports and for the forma- 
tion of a conference which will su- 
pervise the allotments and collect a 
cash penalty from lines that carry 
more than their allotted volume. The 
conference plan calls for an annual 
division of the penalties among the 
ship companies. 

The four lines involved in the con- 
troversy are the Roosevelt, owned 
by the Shipping Board and operated 
by the Roosevelt Steamship Com- 
pany; the Isthmian Line, owned by 
the United States Steel Corporation, 
and the Ellerman-Bucknall and the 
Cunard-Brocklebank Lines, both of 
which are British groups. It was 
learned yesterday that James A. Far- 
rell, President of the Steel Corpora- 
tion, is now on his way from Rome 
to London to attend the conference. 
Kermit Roosevelt has been in Lon- 
don the last two weeks, and J. T. 
Lilly of Norton, Lilly & Co., Ameri- 
can representatives of the Ellerman 
Line, left Saturday on the Leviathan 
for London. Sir John Ellerman will 
attend. 

The division of sailings, if made 
part of the working agreement and 
satisfactory to the Roosevelt Line, 
will be a victory for the Shipping 
Board, as the fight which developed 
in the jute-carrying trade resulted 
from refusal of the British lines to 
grant the Roosevelt Line a share of 


the shippings. This refusal resulted 
in a slashing of rates by the Roose- 
velt Line from $7.90 to a ton with 
the consent of the Shipping Board, 
which announced that it would per- 
mit the lowering to any degree nec- 
essary to obtain a share of the trade. 

The Roosevelt Line now operates 
twenty-four sailings annually from 
Calcutta, and it is said that the 
a se eng Board will insist that any 
division of Soy must allot to the 
Roosevelt Line teen sailings from 
Calcutta to North Atlantic ports and 
twelve from Calcutta to Gulf ports. 
it is also said that the Shipping 
Board will oppose the formation of 
any conference of the ship com- 
panies.

DR. CASSEL URGES 
LOW TARIFF WALLS 


General Modification Rather Than 
Free Trade Advocated by 
Swedish Economist. 


World-wide modification of tariff 
barriers, rather than absolute free 
trade or isolation, was advocated for 
the upbuilding of better international 
economic. relations yesterday by Dr. 
Gustav Cassel, noted Swedish econo- 
mist and Professor of Political 
Economy at the University of Stock- 
holm, in an address at the Yale Club. 
Dr. Cassel was the honor guest at a 
luncheon given by the directors of 
the Swedish Chamber of Commerce 
of the United States: and the trustees 
of the American-Scandinavian Foun- 
dation. 

“‘Sweden,”’ he declared, ‘‘has not 
once increased her tariff since the 
war. Prices have come up, but the 
value of money is much less. Sweden 
today is much more a free trade 
country than before the war. I think 
that by not raising our tariff walls 
any higher we have facilitated inter- 
national trade. Last year at the 
League of Nations meeting in Ge- 
neva my country joined with Eng- 
land to work for free trade. I don’t, 
however, advocate complete free 
trade everywhere. 

“Sweden was the first European 
nation to restore the gold standard 
after the war, a year before Eng- 
land. I think we set a good example. 
Our serious economic crisis of sev- 
eral years ago has been weathered, 
and Sweden has been reasonably 
prosperous during the last few years. 
Sweden can even lend capital now, 
although not to the extent your own 
country can. We have showed our 
willingness to do our share in re- 
building post-war Europe. 

“But all is not easy and well in 
Sweden. We do everything to help 
labor, and wages in Sweden are 
among the highest in Europe. There 
are in Sweden, as in most countries, 
trades which are protected by their 
local character, such as building and 

on. In these trades the 
unions can increase wages out of 
roportion to other industrial wages. 
t makes rents and other —— 
expenses very high. Life is muc 
more expensive than before the war. 
Swedish exports have difficulty in 
a with others in the world 
market because they must pay such 
high wages to meet the local cost of 


“Other workmen, who must meet 
the same cost of living, don’t get 
such high reese and thus al 
discontent and kes result. Thes 
however, are well conducted: an 
without bitterness.
